GAO says 
Taliban 
may have 
U.S. arms

American officials have lost track of 
tens of thousands of weapons intended 
for Afghan security forces, with some of 
the weapons heading to the Taliban, ac¬ 
cording to a government audit released 
Thursday. 

A Government Accountability Office 
audit found that inventory controls were 
lacking for around 87,000 of the 242,000 
U.S.-procured weapons given to Afghan 
forces between 2004 and 2008. 

Additionally, re¬ 
liable records were 
not kept for around 
135,000 weapons 
donated from other 
NATO countries. 

Afghan forces 
“cannot fully safe¬ 
guard and account 
for weapons. As 
a result, weapons 
[the U.S. military] 
has provided to 
[Afghan National Security Forces] are 
at serious risk of theft or loss,” the GAO 
said. 

The audit raises concerns about ac¬ 
countability, with a major push in train¬ 
ing of Afghan forces as part of a refined 
war strategy. The findings were pre¬ 
sented Thursday to a House panel. 

A member of that panel, Rep. John 
Tierney, D-Mass., said in a written 
statement that he worried militants 
could be fighting U.S. troops with weap¬ 
ons bought by U.S. taxpayers.

Computers stolen from nuclear lab

WASHINGTON — The Los Al¬ 
amos nuclear weapons laboratory 
in New Mexico is missing 67 com¬ 
puters, including 13 that were lost 
or stolen in the past year. Officials 
said no classified information has 
been lost. 

On Wednesday, the watchdog 
group Project on Government 
Oversight released a memo dated 
Feb. 3 from the Energy Depart¬ 
ment’s National Nuclear Security 
Administration outlining the loss 
of the computers. 

Kevin Roark, a spokesman 


for Los Alamos, confirmed the 
computers are missing and said 
the lab is initiating a monthlong 
inventory process to account for 
every computer. He said the com¬ 
puters are a cybersecurity issue 
because they may contain per¬ 
sonal information like names and 
addresses, but they do not contain 
any classified information. 

Thirteen of the missing com¬ 
puters were lost or stolen in the 
past 12 months, including three 
computers taken from a scien¬ 
tist’s home in Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, on Jan. 16. A BlackBerry 
belonging to another employee 
was lost “in a sensitive foreign 


country,” according to the memo 
and an e-mail from a senior man¬ 
ager in the lab’s threat reduction 
directorate. 

The theft of the three comput¬ 
ers in January triggered the in¬ 
ventory and a review of the lab’s 
policies regarding home use of 
government computers, Roark 
said. 

Only one of the three comput¬ 
ers stolen from the employee’s 
home was authorized for home 
use, which raised the question of 
“whether we were fully comply¬ 
ing with our own policies for off¬ 
site computer usage,” he said. 

Roark said computers with 


classified information are “kept 
completely separate from unclas¬ 
sified computing.” 

The e-mail from Los Alamos 
senior manager Stephen Blair to 
lab co-workers says the missing 
computers and BlackBerry, are 
“garnering a great deal of atten¬ 
tion with senior management as 
well as [nuclear security admin¬ 
istration] representatives.” 

The security administration 
memo said the “magnitude of ex¬ 
posure and risk to the laboratory 
is at best unclear as little data on 
these losses has been collected or 
pursued given their treatment as 
property management issues.”

Weapons: GAO findings on Afghanistan similar to Iraq

“That’s what we risk if we were 
to have tens of thousands of weap¬ 
ons we provided washing around 
Afghanistan, off the books,” Tier¬ 
ney wrote, according to The Wash¬ 
ington Post. 

The audit echoes a similar GAO 
report from 2007 detailing how at 
least 190,000 AK-47s and pistols in¬ 
tended for Iraqi forces could not be 
accounted for. 

Since 2002, the U.S. government 
has given Afghanistan around $16.5 
billion for training and equipping 


security forces. At least $5.7 billion 
has been requested for fiscal year 
2009. According to the GAO, the 
U.S. has purchased $120 million 
worth of weapons for Afghanistan 
since December 2004. 

The weapons donated by other 
NATO countries were valued at 
around $103 million. 

According to the GAO, there 
were breakdowns at all levels of 
the supply chain. 

“Defense did not provide clear 
guidance to U.S. personnel as to 
what accountability procedures ap¬ 


plied when handling, transporting, 
and storing weapons obtained for 
the ANSF, resulting in significant 
lapses in accountability for these 
weapons,” the audit reads. 

The report was written by a GAO 
team that visited Afghanistan last 
August and attempted to track the 
weapons. 

GAO officials said the military 
had begun attempting to correct 
the problems shortly before the au¬ 
ditors went to Afghanistan.

In Japan, Valentine’s Day 
is just a little different

While many American men fret over what on 
Earth will make their American girlfriends and 
wives happy on Valentine’s Day, men with Japanese 
girlfriends are decidedly more relaxed. 

In Japan, Valentine’s Day roles are somewhat 
reversed. 

The woman buys the man chocolates and might 
even take him out on the town that night. 

“It’s the way it should work,” said a smiling Petty 
Officer 1st Class Craig Elstak of Brooklyn, N.Y., at 
Yokosuka Naval Base on Thursday. “I’m already 
set for this weekend. I’m ready to be taken out and 
treated like a Japanese man.” 

But Elstak, who has been in Japan for about two 
years, knows there is a flip side. 

Japan also has White Day on March 14, when 
the man is expected to give the woman cookies and 
candy. 

“The stress of it all is really decreased,” Elstak 
said. “If she goes all out on Valentine’s Day, you 
know you’re going to go all out [on White Day].” 

For the Japanese, Valentine’s Day can be part 
of the country’s seemingly endless gift-giving 
obligations. 

Japanese women are expected to buy chocolates 
for their boyfriends, but in many cases they’re also 
supposed to give chocolates to men they work with 
— even married men and men they don’t particu¬ 
larly like. 

That’s why some women said they were happy 
that Valentine’s Day is on a Saturday this year 


— it relieves them of some work obligations and 
allows them to spend more on their friends and 
boyfriends. 

“I plan to give [chocolate] to my boyfriend,” said 
21-year-old college student Mio Takahashi in To¬ 
kyo’s Shibuya neighborhood, where women crowd¬ 
ed at department store booths displaying many 
colorfully wrapped boxes of Valentine’s chocolates. 

Takahashi said the American way of pamper¬ 
ing women on Valentine’s Day didn’t sound so bad 
either. 

“If someone will give me [presents], I want it,” 
she said. 

Some Americans said they’d oblige. 

“Most likely, I would still buy a woman a gift on 
Valentine’s Day,” said Seaman Charles Hamilton of 
White Settlement, Texas, who arrived in Japan less 
than a week ago. 

“It’s the way I was raised, especially being from 
Texas.” 

That’s not necessarily a bad thing, Elstak said. 

Japanese women who receive an unexpected ro¬ 
mantic gesture from an American they like will 
probably appreciate it, he said. 

The key is to mix the gesture with a respect for 
Japanese humility, Elstak said. 

When giving a Japanese woman a gift, don’t act 
like it’s a big deal, and she’ll be happy, he said. 

“You get serious points” for being humble, Elstak 
said. “Do what your mom taught you, what your dad 
taught you, and you’re straight.”

AmerAsian School 
receives donation 
from Marine shop

GINOWAN CITY, Okinawa — 
The Marine Thrift Shop donated

Too often the educational 
needs of these children, many of 
whom are raised in a single-par¬ 
ent home after their American 
servicemember fathers leave 
Okinawa, are ignored, Thayer 
said. The school does not receive 
support from the Japanese or 
local governments and relies pri¬ 
marily on donations, she said. 


The Marine Thrift Shop board 
felt the school would be the per¬ 
fect recipient for the donation 
made in honor of Larry Alsop, 
a retired servicemember and 
prior board member who died 
last year, said Andrea Tatayon, 
chairwoman for the board. 

“The board wanted to give back 
to the local community,” Tatayon 
said. “What better way to give 
back than a place that helps both 
communities and supports chil¬ 
dren with American blood.” 

The entire donation will be 
used for scholarships, Thayer 
said as she accepted the donation, 
tears filling her eyes. 

American donations and volun¬ 
teers help make the school pos¬ 
sible, Thayer said as she talked 
about the hardships of keeping 
the school going. 

“Americans are very generous, 
very heartfelt,” Thayer said.

Shipboard college exams resume with new rules

Sailors may again take college exams 
aboard ships after lost tests triggered a 
worldwide freeze on the practice a year 
ago. 

The testing must follow a new policy de¬ 
signed to ensure more secure storage and 
handling of exams, and those who violate 
the rules will face punishment, the U.S. 
Navy said in a recent memorandum. 

The Defense Activity for Non-Tradi- 
tional Education Support gives thousands 
of sailors around the world access to a 
variety of higher education opportunities, 
including college exams and law school en¬ 
trance testing. 


The Navy halted the program in March 
after tests were lost at some shore facilities 
and aboard some ships. 

All paper-based education testing re¬ 
sumed at shore facilities two months later, 
but the Navy vowed to freeze examinations 
aboard ships until it made policy changes. 

“Critical to full restoration of testing 
afloat is our ability to ensure the security 
of all academic exams,” according to the 
memo. “DANTES sponsored tests are con¬ 
trolled items, which require secure storage 
and handling.” 

Here are the new rules: 

■ Ships can be authorized to set up test¬ 
ing centers for one year. 

■ Tests can only be kept aboard ships for 


two months, and no tests can be moved on 
shore. 

■ If a testing supervisor leaves and is 
not immediately replaced, testing must be 
suspended and all exams must be returned 
to the testing agency until a new supervi¬ 
sor is named. 

■ Any lost or compromised tests must 
be reported to DANTES immediately, and 
a full investigation must be completed. 

■ Testing sites must be reported and 
closed down when a ship returns from 
deployment. 

■ A ship’s testing privileges can be re¬ 
stored only after a full accounting of any 
lost or compromised tests. 

“Personnel engaged in DANTES test ad¬ 


ministration and security who fail to follow 
policy are subject to ... the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice and appropriate civilian 
policies,” said the NAVADMIN released by 
Vice Adm. M.E. Ferguson III last month. 

Affected shipboard testing includes the 
ACT college entrance test and Excelsior 
College examinations, which are accepted 
at many academic institutions and cover 
53 areas of the arts, sciences, business, 
education and nursing. 

The Navy administered 10,673 paper- 
based tests to 6,662 sailors in 2007, and the 
stop in testing probably affected thousands, 
according to the chief of naval personnel.

10-day exercise combines field time with virtual scenarios

SEOUL — While many military train¬ 
ing exercises are marked by long days 
carrying heavy loads of equipment and 
long nights swatting at mosquitoes, 
the Warrior Focus exercise added new 
dimensions to training that some offi¬ 
cials say might herald big changes in the 
way field exercises are conducted on the 
peninsula. 

The 10-day exercise, which ended 
Friday. It included a “live” component, in 
which soldiers took to field sites and oper¬ 
ated their equipment at Rodriguez Range 
and the Korea Training Center, as well 
as “virtual” and “constructive” electroni¬ 
cally driven elements that officials said 
helped make up for the lack of available 
training space in South Korea. 

Soldiers participating in the virtual 
component of the training, at Camp 
Casey’s Close Combat Tactical Trainer, 
operated simulators designed to repli¬ 
cate the controls in their tanks, helicop¬ 
ters and Bradley Fighting Vehicles. 

Next door, soldiers engaged in the 
“constructive” element of the exercise 
manned computers and helped generate 
exercise scenarios and send reports to 
commanders. 

“This allows us to train a larger unit 
in kind of a restrictive space or more 
of a home station environment instead 
of having to deploy everyone out to the 
field or go out to a training center in the 
States,” said 1st Heavy Brigade Combat 
Team planner Maj. Judson Strom. 

Lt. Col. Gordon Richardson, 1st HBCT 
fire support coordinator, illustrated the 
benefits of the combined live and elec¬ 
tronic training using the artillery batter¬ 
ies under his command as an example. 

Paladin howitzer crews of the 1st 
Battalion, 15th Field Artillery Regiment 
are generally restricted to firing points 
within certain training areas, making 
maneuver training difficult. 

By simulating maneuvers on a com¬ 
puter, the batteries were able to enhance 
their training. 

Commanders at the battalion and bri¬ 
gade levels were able to make decisions 
and issue orders based on the results of 
both the live and constructive fire-and - 
maneuver missions. 

“There’s no difference in the process,” 
Richardson said. 

“Battalion and brigade don’t really 
know the difference between the live and 
the simulated.” 


Strom said in addition to easing space 
constraints, the electronic elements of 
the training also lowered the cost of the 
exercise by saving fuel and preventing 
wear and tear on equipment. 

It also presents fewer of the logistical 
issues encountered when mounting a 
large-scale field exercise. 

As units continue to move farther 
south as part of U.S. Forces Korea’s 
continuing transformation, those consid¬ 
erations could drive commanders to look 
toward electronic training more often, 
Strom said. 

“It’s probably something that’s going 
to be more important for commanders 
to leverage,” Strom said. “It won’t be as 
easy to shoot out to Rod Range for a week 
and have a field exercise. I think there 


will be a bigger push to use simulations 
as a way to sustain their training.” 

While simulations have many advan¬ 
tages, Strom said, they’re not without 
drawbacks. 

Soldiers participating in simulated 
training don’t get experience living in 
field conditions or gain “hands-on” expe¬ 
rience with their equipment. 

“The other two training realms are 
intended to complement live training, 
never replace it,” Strom said. 

“The field is never going to go away. 
Really being out on your equipment and 
having your sergeant out there to super¬ 
vise you is always going to be the best 
training.”

U.S. phone 
numbers 
available 
in S. Korea

SEOUL — Just in time for Valentine’s 
Day, troops stationed in South Korea can 
give their sweethearts back home the 
gift they’ve been waiting for — a cheaper 
phone bill. 

U.S. phone numbers will once again 
become available on posts Saturday, 
according to an Army and Air Force 
Exchange Service release. 

Customers can register for the new 
numbers at any LG Dacom storefront. 
The numbers, which will be issued in 
addition to the Korean numbers custom¬ 
ers already have, will cost customers an 
additional $15 a month. If they have LG 
Dacom’s unlimited calling plan, the ser¬ 
vice will cost an additional $10 a month. 
AAFES spokesman Jeff Craven said the 
fee is to cover LG Dacom’s costs for the 
use of the U.S. numbers. 

Craven said callers in the States who 
dial the numbers will pay either local or 
reduced rates for the calls. 

“Even within the same area code, dis¬ 
tance matters,” Craven said. 

Calls to the United States from South 
Korea won’t be any cheaper, Craven 
said, and the cost and procedure for dial¬ 
ing numbers outside Korea will remain 
unchanged. 

Craven said the new service is a 
response to customers who’d asked for an 
easier way for friends and family in the 
States to contact them. 

Craven said customers will be able to 
choose from a list of area codes available 
at any LG Dacom AAFES concession. He 
said the area codes available will change 
daily, as there is a limited amount of phone 
numbers available for each area code. 

Prior to 2007, many servicemembers 
living on post used Internet-based voice 
over Internet protocol services such as 
Vonage and Lingo. 

But the South Korean government 
said in 2006 that most foreign com¬ 
panies didn’t comply with the nation’s 
telecommunications laws and that their 
use was technically illegal because they 
weren’t registered with the South Korean 
Telecommunications Act. 

In June that year, Samsung Rental Corp 
Ltd. announced it would begin blocking 
U.S.-based VoIP providers on military 
installations. 

Believing the move would be a hard¬ 
ship for those with existing VoIP con¬ 
tracts, officials from U.S. Forces Korea 
entered negotiations with the contrac¬ 
tor, also known as SSRT, to delay the 
move, then continued negotiations with 
LG Dacom when the company took over 
on-post Internet services. 

In 2007 LG Dacom began providing 
VoIP services, for a slightly higher cost 
than most of the U.S.-based companies 
charged, but was unable to provide U.S. 
numbers. 

Craven said LG Dacom’s new U.S. num¬ 
ber service is landline, not Internet based, 
and new technologies have allowed LG 
DACOM to provide the new service. 

“We have been working on this for a year 
as it needed to be approved by the Korean 
MIC (Ministry of Communications),” Cra¬ 
ven said in an e-mail Thursday. “It also 
took time to work a good technical solu¬ 
tion and to purchase equipment to make 
it all work.”

and their families at the Yokosuka 
commissary on Thursday. 

More than 250 people showed 
up to get autographs and have 
their pictures taken with the NFL 
Hall of Famer. 

“I’m amazed — my heart is 
beating out of my chest,” said 
Tracy Halterman, a Navy spouse 
who showed up to capture some 
photos and autographs for her 
husband, who couldn’t attend. 

Harris, who earned four Super 
Bowl rings with the Steelers, is no 
stranger to visiting with troops.

“I’ve had the opportunity to 
meet a lot of nice people,” Har¬ 
ris said.

West Point cadets urged to 
seek out mental health help

WASHINGTON — Following four suicides at the 
U.S. Military Academy at West Point, officials said 
Wednesday they are emphasizing to cadets that 
seeking help for mental health problems won’t jeop¬ 
ardize their military careers. 

In the past seven months, two cadets, a faculty 
member and a staff member at the academy have 
taken their own lives. The suicides were the first at 
the school in upstate New York since 1999. 

They are part of a larger trend as the strained 
military wages war in Iraq and Afghanistan. The 
Army had its highest rate of suicide on record in 
2008 and is investigating a spike in the number in 
January. 

Academy Chaplain Col. John Cook, who addressed 
the issue Wednesday at a meeting on Capitol Hill, 
said there does not appear to be a common denomi¬ 
nator among the four West Point suicides — the most 
recent of which occurred in January. None of the 


four had faced a recent deployment, for example. 

In addition to the suicides, two cadets recently at¬ 
tempted to take their own lives, he said. 

“We’re doing everything we can to study these 
cases, understand why they happened, and see what 
we can do to move ahead,” Cook said. 

He said three times the number of cadets are 
seeking mental health help, which leaders view as a 
positive sign that the stigma associated with getting 
assistance has been reduced. 

Brig. Gen. Michael Linnington, commandant of 
cadets, said there is a misconception among cadets 
that seeking help will jeopardize their military ca¬ 
reers, so leaders have stressed that’s not the case. 

Army Secretary Pete Geren said that’s also a 
challenge Army-wide. He said surveys show the 
stigma associated with seeking help has decreased, 
but more than half of soldiers surveyed still believe 
that getting help could damage their futures. 

Cook said the academy has reframed its training 
on suicide prevention to include it as part of its lead¬ 
ership development curriculum. 


Army program to develop students’ goals

NEW YORK — Students at 10 
New York-area high schools will 
learn skills from the U.S. Army 
under a program coordinated by 
the Public School Athletic League 
and a nonprofit organization. 

The program is designed to 
teach student-athletes “life skills” 
from Army training, according 
to Academics in Motion, which 
operates in nine New York City 
public high schools plus Hillside 
High School in New Jersey. 

“Army recruiters are people 
with a very solid background in 


working with young people and 
really serving as mentors,” said 
Jim Presbrey, co-founder of Aca¬ 
demics in Motion. 

He said the program “isn’t 
about getting kids in the Army. 
It’s about helping kids develop 
their life goals.” 

But Donna Lieberman, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the New York 
Civil Liberties Union, which has 
protested what it calls overly in¬ 
trusive military recruiting in city 
schools, said the program raises 
serious concerns. 

“The Army has a long track re¬ 
cord of targeting New York’s poor 
black and Latino populations with 


coercive and aggressive military 
recruitment techniques and now 
we are seeing potentially another 
avenue for military recruitment 
in our schools,” Lieberman said. 

Academics in Motion said that 
the eight-week pilot program 
would begin this month, but a 
spokeswoman said Wednesday 
that the start of the program was 
being revised and pushed back. 

The press release said that 
the program will teach students 
skills such as “goal setting, effec¬ 
tive thinking, attention control 
and memory,” with the goal that 
it could become a national model. 
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Air base becomes tool in negotiation

WASHINGTON — A standoff over an 
obscure air base in a Central Asian coun¬ 
try few Americans could find on a map is 
becoming an opening salvo in a new kind 
of Cold War with Russia. 

The prize is not military mastery or the 
global supremacy of ideas, but the defen¬ 
sive protection of 
resources and se¬ 
curity. Each of the 
20th century nu¬ 
clear superpowers 
wants say-so over 
the decisions the other has reserved the 
right to make, and with a new U.S. adminis¬ 
tration signaling possible compromise with 
Russia on a missile-basing plan detested by 
Russia, Moscow is using U.S. dependence 
on the base for the Afghan war to drive a 
hard bargain. 

Security officials in Kyrgyzstan said Fri¬ 
day the United States must quit the Manas 
air base, but U.S. officials said they have 
not gotten any official eviction notice and 
that negotiations to stay are under way. 

“I think that the principal motivation 
is to reassert Russian influence and get 
visible U.S. presence out of former Soviet 
republics,” said retired Adm. William J. 
Fallon, who oversaw the Afghan and Iraq 
war as head of U.S. Central Command until 
last year. 

Also Friday, Russia turned up the heat 
on the most pressing dispute between Rus¬ 
sia and Washington, saying Moscow won’t 
install missiles near Poland if the United 
States drops its plans for an Eastern Eu¬ 
rope-based missile defense system. 

President Barack Obama has not been 
explicit in public about whether he would

continue with installations in Poland and 
the Czech Republic. More broadly he has 
said he supports missile defense but wants 
to ensure that it is a proven, reliable system 
that does not detract from other security 
priorities. 

Russian President Dmitry Medvedev’s 
threat to deploy the missiles in Kaliningrad 
came hours after Obama was declared the 
winner of the U.S. presidential race. 

“This administration will be candid with 
the Russians when we disagree, but seeks 
a deeper and greater cooperation on issues 
of mutual national interest,” White House 
press secretary Robert Gibbs said Friday. 

The exchange capped a confusing week 
in which Russia was widely seen to have of¬ 
fered Kyrgyzstan’s leader billions to evict 


the U.S. military from its main air hub for 
supplies going into the widening Afghani¬ 
stan war. 

The Kremlin announced Friday that 
it would begin allowing U.S. supplies for 
Afghanistan to cross its territory to avoid 
Pakistan where supply lines are increas¬ 
ingly threatened by militant attacks. But 
Russia stressed that only nonlethal U.S. 
supplies would be permitted across its ter¬ 
ritory — which would still pose problems 
for the transit of U.S. weapons and other 
materiel. 

Like the missile defense issue, the future 
of the U.S. base is a symptom of the deeper 
contest for influence in central and eastern 
Europe and in Central Asia. 

Russia has long been irritated by the 
U.S. military presence in what it considers 
its natural areas of influence in Eastern 
Europe and Central Asia, a strategically 
located region straddling Europe and close 
to volatile nations such as Iran, Afghani¬ 
stan and Pakistan. 

For Russia the contest is about protect¬ 
ing itself in its own neighborhood. For the 
United States, it’s about ensuring that ter¬ 
rorism and extremism aren’t exported 
from that neighborhood to threaten the 
United States or its allies. 

Both are legitimate goals, and they are 
not necessarily at odds if the Obama ad¬ 
ministration addresses Russian gripes and 
anxieties and if Russia trusts U.S. motives. 

“The Russian government appears eager 
not to close any doors with the Obama ad¬ 
ministration and to explore opportunities 
for cooperation,” said longtime Russia ana¬ 
lyst Dimitri Simes of the Nixon Center in 
Washington. 

What Moscow is telling the new kids on 
the block, Simes said, is that it is ready to 
do business “but wants a quid pro quo.” 


Two officials sent to 
Moscow to save base

The Obama administration sent two top 
officials to Moscow on Wednesday in an ef¬ 
fort to retain access to a key military base 
in Central Asia, in what is the first major 
test of the administration’s relations with 
Russia, The Washington Times reported 
Thursday. 

William Burns, undersecretary of state 
for political affairs and former ambassa¬ 
dor to Moscow, planned to hold talks with 
senior Russian officials to better under¬ 
stand the link that Washington says exists 
between the Kyrgyz government’s decision 
to end the U.S. lease of the Manas air base 
and a Russian offer of $2 billion in aid for 
Kyrgyzstan, U.S. officials told the Times. 

A senior official told the Times that 
the administration wants to hear “what 
it is Kyrgyzstan wants” and whether the 
Russians want anything in exchange for 
continued U.S. use of the base, which 
Washington deems vital to U.S. and NATO 
operations in Afghanistan — especially at 
a time when the U.S. is preparing to send 
30,000 more troops into the country. State 
Department spokesman Robert Wood con¬ 
firmed the visit, the paper noted. 

Kyrgyz President Kurmanbek Bakiyev 
announced his intention to oust the Ameri¬ 
cans after a meeting with his Russian 
counterpart, Dmitry Medvedev, in Mos¬ 
cow last week. The Russians insisted, how¬ 
ever, that they had nothing to do with the 
decision, saying the aid package had been 
under discussion for months. A planned 
vote in the Kyrgyz parliament on the gov¬ 
ernment’s recommendation has been post¬ 
poned three times, the Times noted.

U.S. envoy arrives for 
first Afghanistan visit

KABUL—The new U. S. region¬ 
al envoy landed in Afghanistan 
on Thursday to help chart Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s strategy for 
peace in this volatile country, a 
day after a bold Taliban assault 
demonstrated the insurgency’s 
ability to wreak havoc even in the 
tightly guarded capital. 

A U.S. Embassy spokesman 
confirmed Richard Holbrooke’s 
arrival late in the day, but de¬ 
clined to give further details 
about his location or the schedule 
for his multiday visit. 

Holbrooke’s first visit to the 
country comes amid an increas¬ 
ing sense that the security situ¬ 
ation is disintegrating in and 
around Kabul. On Wednesday, 
Taliban fighters launched one 
their most audacious attacks on 
the capital, killing 20 people in a 
coordinated assault on three gov¬ 
ernment buildings. 

Government officials said the 
mastermind behind the attacks 
was based in Pakistan, a remind¬ 
er of the cross-border violence 
and disputes that have made 
the battle against the Taliban so 
difficult. 


One of Holbrooke’s roles as 
envoy to both countries is to help 
the Obama administration to de¬ 
sign a strategy that will combat 
Taliban re¬ 
gionally. He 
is set to meet 
with Presi¬ 
dent Hamid 
Karzai,

snow, troops 
armed with 
heavy ma¬ 
chine guns swarmed street inter¬ 
sections in Kabul on Thursday, 
checking drivers’ papers and 
searching cars. 

“Security measures have been 
increased 100 percent, particu¬ 
larly at the gates of Kabul,” said 
Abdul Gafar Pacha, the head of 
the police criminal investigation 
unit. 

In the east, meanwhile, a sui¬ 
cide bomber Thursday blew him¬ 
self up outside a police station 
in Sharan, the capital of Paktika 
province, killing an officer and 
wounding 10 others, the Interior 
Ministry said in a statement.

Army drops charges against soldier

GRAFENWOEHR, Germany — The Army has 
dropped all charges against a 172nd Infantry Bri¬ 
gade soldier who was allegedly involved in the ex¬ 
ecution of four Iraqi men in Baghdad last year. 

Staff Sgt. Jess Cunningham, 27, faced charges of 
conspiracy to commit premeditated murder for his 
role in the alleged execution of the Iraqis by three 
U.S. non-commissioned officers in April 2007. 

However, on Thursday the Joint Multinational 
Training Command (JMTC), which is the convening 
authority for the case, withdrew and dismissed all 
charges against Cunningham, according to JMTC 
deputy public affairs officer Denver Makle. 

“Charges can be withdrawn and dismissed at any 
time. ... They can also be re-filed at any time, al¬ 
though, I don’t believe that will happen,” she said. 

During a pre-trial Article 32 hearing in August, 
witnesses testified that Cunningham was at the 
scene when the Iraqis were shot and thrown into a 
canal. However, he remained in a vehicle and de¬ 
clined to participate in the killings, they said. 

The Army has charged the alleged shooters — 1st 


Sgt. John E. Hatley, 40; Sgt. 1st Class Joseph P. Mayo, 
27, and Sgt. Michael P. Leahy Jr., 26 — all formerly 
assigned to 1st Battalion, 18th Infantry Regiment, 
with one specification each of premeditated murder, 
conspiracy to commit premeditated murder and ob¬ 
struction of justice. 

Several soldiers, who played peripheral roles in 
the incident, have been convicted of lesser charges 
while others await trial or have been granted im¬ 
munity from prosecution in exchange for testifying 
against the accused. 

Cunningham blew the whistle on the killings in 
January last year, revealing them to Capt. Richard 
Newman, an Army trial defense attorney. New¬ 
man then passed the information to a CID special 
agent without negotiating immunity for his client, 
Cunningham’s civilian lawyer, James Culp, said in 
August. 

The Army is pushing ahead with a court martial 
for Sgt. Charles Quigley, another 172nd soldier who 
was at the scene of the murders but who later wore 
a wire to help CID gather evidence against others 
involved in the case. Quigley’s trial is scheduled for 
early March, according to JMTC.

Suicide attack kills 
8 pilgrims in Karbala 

BAGHDAD — A suicide 
bomber killed eight Shiite pil¬ 
grims and wounded more than 
50 others Thursday, a police 
official said. It was the second 
deadly attack on pilgrims in as 
many days. 

The suicide bomber joined the 


procession near the Imam Hus¬ 
sein shrine in the Shiite holy city 
of Karbala and then detonated 
an explosive belt filled with 
nails, said the official. 

A medical official in Karbala 
confirmed that eight pilgrims 
were killed and 52 injured in the 
attack. 

On Wednesday, bombs struck 
Shiite pilgrims in Baghdad, kill¬ 


ing at least 12 people and wound¬ 
ing over 40. 

Hundreds of thousands of Shi¬ 
ite pilgrims are converging in 
Karbala to mark Monday’s end 
of 40 days of mourning that fol¬ 
low Ashoura, the anniversary of 
the seventh century death of the 
Prophet Muhammad’s grandson 
Hussein.

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Troops prepare to turn over FOB Iskan

ISKANDARIYAH, Iraq — A 
longtime U.S. forward operating 
base will soon be handed over to 
the Iraqis, continuing a transi¬ 
tion toward greater Iraqi control 
across the nation. 

Forward Operating Base Iskan 
was once home to more than a 
battalion-sized element of Ameri¬ 
can soldiers. Within the month, 
U.S. forces will turn over the base 
to the Iraqi Ministry of Electric¬ 
ity. Iraqi army soldiers could be 
stationed at the base as well. 

“The security program is ba¬ 
sically working,” said Maj. Mike 
Swienton, an engineer with the 
172nd Infantry Brigade. “We’re 
reconfiguring our area of opera¬ 
tions and putting the Iraqi face 
forward.” 

Earlier this week, soldiers with 
the 172nd Support Battalion trav¬ 
eled to FOB Iskan to pick up ve¬ 
hicles and cargo containers as the 
U.S. military leaves the facility. 

“Right now, we’re retrograding 
all the equipment for the FOB clo¬ 


sure,” said Staff Sgt. Shawn Good- 
sell of Company A, 172nd Support 
Battalion, out of Schweinfurt, 
Germany. “We’re just hoping to 
get them all cleared out.” 

FOB Iskan is distinguished by 
four towering smokestacks that 
spew differing colors of smoke. 
The base is home to a massive 
one-gigawatt power plant that 
currently generates at around 
63 percent of its capability. The 
power plant, which uses heavy 
oil to produce electricity, was 
built by the Soviets in 1979 and 
rebuilt by the Germans in 1989. 
Nearby is a natural gas plant that 
is also part of the facility, said 1st 
Lt. Josh Smith, a logistics officer 
with 1st Battalion, 2nd Infantry 
Regiment. 

Some soldiers formerly operat¬ 
ing out of FOB Iskan have been 
moved to nearby patrol bases so 
they still have a presence in the 
vicinity. Iskandariyah was once a 
hotbed of insurgent activity, but 
violence has dropped drastically 
in the area.

‘Just because you’re deployed doesn’t 
mean you have to look like a ragbag’

MOSUL — Pfc. Cortez Hamilton of St. Louis 
smiled blissfully as a 20-year-old beautician from 
Kyrgyzstan rubbed lotion on his left foot after spend¬ 
ing a half-hour scraping off dead skin. 

“It relaxes you,” the 29-year-old cavalry soldier 
said halfway through a recent pedicure at Forward 
Operating Base Marez in this still-volatile northern 
Iraqi city. “You just go to sleep and it feels so good.” 

Marez, after six years of war, has become a cos¬ 
mopolitan city within a city. Soldiers can buy tai¬ 
lored suits and knockoff designer purses, cigars and 
DVDs, lattes and burgers. After a long day of soldier¬ 
ing, a 30-minute, $17 back rub hits all the right spots. 
“If not a need, there’s certainly a demand,” said Maj. 
Amanda Emmens-Rossi, a frequent customer at the 
beauty salon. “You come here on the weekend, and 
there’s always Joes lined up to get manis and pedis. 
Just because you’re deployed doesn’t mean you have 
to look like a ragbag.” 

Full-body massages are forbidden, to eliminate 
the possibility of sexual conduct between soldiers 
and salon employees. Soldiers in Iraq are prohibited 
from having sex with foreigners. 

Mosul, the country’s third-largest city, has attract¬ 
ed little investment in recent years. Its economy is 
in shambles. Its politics are a contact sport. Many 
of its neighborhoods are crippled by years of fight¬ 
ing. Insurgents determined to elude capture sleep in 
vests rigged with explosives. 

But Aina Isaeva, 45, a nurse from Kyrgyzstan, 
didn’t think twice when the opportunity arose to 
work in Mosul for a year as a beautician. U.S. de¬ 
fense contractors have brought thousands of laborers 
from Central and Southeast Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America to keep American military bases humming 
and servicemembers well fed and comfortable. 

“Nurses earn very little money” back home, Isaeva 
said as she worked on the feet of a former infantry¬ 
man now employed by a nonprofit organization. “I 
have two sons and a girl. And I am a widow. I need 
the work.” 

Hamilton, the private from St. Louis, works 12- 
hour shifts fueling military vehicles. He heard about 
the beauty salon from his friend Spc. Billy Scott, 33, 
of Washington, D.C., who says that living in a war 
zone is no excuse to let your hands and feet grow 
rough.

In this dusty, arid base, where the temperature 
creeps well into triple-digit territory in the summer, 
walking into the beauty salon after a 12-hour shift is 
transporting. When Hamilton and Scott head to the 
salon, some of the other guys give them a hard time. 
“They say we’re boyfriend and girlfriend,” Scott 
said, with a chuckle. “He’s a metrosexual,” Hamil¬ 
ton shot back, pointing at his buddy. 

If the naysayers only knew. “It makes you go into 
a different world,” Scott said while Isaeva rubbed lo¬ 
tion on his hand as his manicure was coming to an 
end. “You get here, and your mind goes blank. You 
have a pretty lady doing your nails.” 

There’s almost always a waiting list for pedicures 
and manicures. Soldiers leave their rifles on a blue 
rack behind the counter and watch music videos 
or read old magazines as they wait for their names 
to be called. The magic happens in the back of the 
shop, where the masseuses and beauticians work in 
small cubicles with pink curtains. Pedicures are $7; 
the mani-pedi combo, $11. Eyebrows are trimmed 
for $3. Good old crew cuts are $5. 

After his pedicure was done, Hamilton slipped on 
a pair of white paper flip-flops as he waited for his 
feet to dry. “Oh, my feet look pretty,” he exclaimed. 
“She did a nice job.” 
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Pakistan prosecuting S in Mumbai attack 


Minister acknowledges strike on India was planned in Pakistan

ISLAMABAD — Pakistan 
acknowledged for the first time 
that the Mumbai terrorist attacks 
were launched from its shores 
and at least partly plotted on its 
soil, saying Thursday that it had 
arrested most of the chief sus¬ 
pects including one described as 
“the main operator.” 

Interior Ministry chief Rehm- 
an Malik said Pakistan has start¬ 
ed criminal proceedings against 
eight suspects — some of them 
also named by India as the mas¬ 
terminds of the attacks — but he 
reiterated that authorities needed 
more evidence from New Delhi to 
secure convictions. 

The revelations suggest Paki¬ 
stan is serious about punishing 


those behind the November at¬ 
tacks, which killed 164 people 
and stirred fear that the nuclear¬ 
armed neighbors could slide to¬ 
ward war and that Pakistan might 
be distracted from its struggle 
against the Taliban and al-Qaida. 

India and the U.S. have pressed 
Pakistan hard to dismantle Lash- 
kar-e-Taiba, a banned Pakistan- 
based group fighting Indian rule 
in the divided Kashmir region 
that is widely blamed for the 
Mumbai carnage. Islamabad and 
New Delhi have fought two out of 
their three wars since 1947 over 
the region. 

India’s Foreign Ministry called 
Pakistan’s announcement “a 
positive development” and said 
it would consider Islamabad’s re¬ 
quest for further information. 


Malik said investigators had 
traced a boat engine used by the 
attackers to sail from Pakistan 
to India and busted two hideouts 
of the suspects near the southern 
city of Karachi. 

Other leads pointed to Europe 
and the United States, and Malik 
said Pakistan would ask the FBI 
for help. 

“I want to assure the inter¬ 
national community, I want to 
assure all those who have been 
victims of terrorism that we 
mean business,” Malik said. “We 
will continue our investigation, 
but we want tenable evidence 
from India. We want full coopera¬ 
tion from India so that this kind of 
ring be smashed.” 

India says all 10 gunmen—only 
one of whom was captured alive 


— were Pakistanis and that their 
handlers in Pakistan had kept in 
close touch with them by phone 
during the three-day assault. 

New Delhi provided a dossier 
of evidence to Islamabad, testing 
Pakistan’s insistence that it would 
do all in its power to punish those 
responsible — and that it has truly 
abandoned its past sponsorship of 
Islamist militants including the 
Taliban. 

In Pakistan’s first detailed re¬ 
sponse, Malik said criminal cases 
had been opened against eight 
suspects on charges of “abetting, 
conspiracy and facilitation” of a 
terrorist act. He said six of them 
were in custody, including Zaki- 
ur-Rehman Lakhvi and Zarrar 
Shah, both Lashkar-e-Taiba lead¬ 
ers named by India as the master¬

minds of the attack, and a person 
who sent an e-mail claiming re¬ 
sponsibility for the attacks. 

Malik said the culprits were 
“non-state actors,” a phrase used 
by Pakistani authorities to coun¬ 
ter allegations that its intelli¬ 
gence agencies had a hand in the 
attacks.

42 hurt by powerful quake near Indonesia

JAKARTA, Indonesia — Strong aftershocks con¬ 
tinued to follow a powerful earthquake off eastern 
Indonesia that briefly triggered a tsunami warning 
Thursday, causing a stampede of residents to high¬ 
er ground. Hundreds of buildings were damaged 
and at least 42 people injured, some seriously. 

The U.S. Geological Survey said the shallow, 7.2- 
magnitude quake struck off Sulawesi island’s coast 
at around 1:34 a.m., shaking people from their 
sleep. 

Indonesia is prone to seismic upheaval because 
it is located on the so-called Pacific “Ring of Fire,” 
an arc of volcanos and fault lines encircling the Pa¬ 
cific Basin. 

Dozens of aftershocks as strong as magnitude 6.4 


still shook the region late Thursday. 

The Talaud island chain, in waters just south of 
the Philippines, felt the earthquake most intensely, 
said Rustam Pakaya, a government crisis center 
official, adding that Melonguane and Kabaruan 
were the towns hardest hit. 

Nearly 500 buildings were damaged, including 
several schools, hospitals and churches, he said. Of 
the 42 people receiving medical care, 10 suffered 
serious injuries. Thousands of others were seeking 
refuge in shelters. 

The quake briefly triggered a tsunami warning. 
That was lifted about an hour later after the threat 
of killer waves had passed. 

“We were so afraid,” said Damian Geruh, a Mel¬ 
onguane resident who described women scream¬ 
ing as they fled their homes. “We ran to a nearby 
hill. I saw others climbing trees.” 


Reformer criticizes Iran’s 
hard-line president 

TEHRAN, Iran — The top 
reformist candidate in Iran’s 
presidential race has criticized 
hard-line President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad over the country’s 
international isolation. 

The comments were the first 
by Mohammad Khatami about 


the president since Khatami en¬ 
tered the race last weekend. 

They signaled that his cam¬ 
paign will likely focus on Irani¬ 
ans’ worries that Ahmadinejad’s 
fiery anti-Western rhetoric has 
worsened the country’s status in 
the world at a time when Iran is 
suffering economic woes. 

Khatami, a liberal cleric who 
was president from 1997-2005, 


told a group of his supporters that 
“the current situation in the coun¬ 
try is not desirable,” according to 
Khatami’s Web site. 

Khatami warned at the meet¬ 
ing late Wednesday that if the 
situation continues, the country’s 
“social capital and international 
reputation will be damaged even 
more.”

Interpol issues alert for 85 
alleged terrorist suspects

PARIS — Interpol put out an 
international security alert Tues¬ 
day for 85 alleged terrorist sus¬ 
pected of plotting attacks against 
Saudi Arabia in the largest single 
batch of wanted notices ever sent 
to police agencies worldwide. 

Saudi authorities asked Inter¬ 
pol for help in locating the 83 
Saudis and two Yemenis after 
releasing a new most-wanted list 
last week. Documents profiling 
the suspects show that they in¬ 
clude a man married to Osama 
bin Laden’s daughter and another 
who was suspected of involve¬ 
ment in a plot to kill the U.S. am¬ 
bassador in Yemen. 

Interpol, based in Lyon, France, 
said the men are all wanted on 
terrorism-related charges, in¬ 


cluding links to al-Qaida in Saudi 
Arabia, Iraq and Afghanistan. 

It was the first time the inter¬ 
national police agency has issued 
a single so-called orange notice 
for so many suspects at once. 
An orange notice is sent to all of 
Interpol’s 187 member countries 
and includes identifying details 
of each suspect to aid in arrests. 

Interpol did not release details 
about the suspects. 

Documents profiling the men 
obtained by The Associated Press 
in Saudi Arabia show that many 
are suspected of taking part in 
planning attacks targeting oil or 
security installations, or provided 
al-Qaida members with weapons 
and money. All are believed to be 
hiding abroad, many in neighbor¬ 
ing Yemen. 


China bears down on dissent

BEIJING — Days before Chi¬ 
na’s human rights record comes 
under scrutiny before a key U.N. 
panel, the government’s grip on 
dissent seems as firm as ever. 

Government critics have been 
rounded up and some imprisoned 
on vaguely defined state secu¬ 
rity charges. Corruption whistle¬ 
blowers have been bundled away, 
while discussion of sensitive polit¬ 
ical and social topics on the Inter¬ 
net remains tightly policed. 

On Friday, officers stationed 
outside a government building in 
Beijing took away at least eight 
people — members of a loosely or¬ 
ganized group of 30 who had trav¬ 
eled to the capital from around 
the country, seeking redress for 
various problems, almost all of 
them involving local corruption. 

The review by the U.N. Human 
Rights Council, which begins 


Monday, is part of a new process 
that evaluates member countries 
in an effort to prompt improve¬ 
ments and address violations. 
The council, which replaced the 
discredited U.N. Human Rights 
Commission, has no enforcement 
powers, but is supposed to act as 
the world’s moral conscience on 
human rights. 

Following the review, the three- 
nation working group composed 
of Canada, India, and Nigeria will 
submit a report of their findings. 

The stakes are high for China, 
one of five permanent members of 
the U.N. Security Council, which 
wants to be seen as a responsible 
player in the international com¬ 
munity. At the same time, the 
Communist leadership is worried 
about its grip on power slipping 
as the economic downturn and 
rising unemployment threaten to 
aggravate social unrest.

Rivals split vote in Israel 


Joint government is possible; 
hard-liners win majority of seats

JERUSALEM — Final results from 
Israel’s election, announced Thursday, 
leave the Kadima Party of moderate 
Foreign Minister Tzipi Livni with a 
slight lead over Benjamin Netanyahu’s 
hawkish Likud, but the hard-line bloc 
in the new parliament would have 
the power to stymie Mideast peace 
efforts. 

Kadima will receive 28 seats in the 
120-seat parliament and Likud 27, far 
less than the majority each would need 
to govern. Livni and Netanyahu are 
already hard at work trying to line up 
potential coalition partners. 

Israel’s Election Commission re¬ 
leased the final results Thursday eve¬ 
ning after counting votes by soldiers, 
prisoners and diplomats, about 100,000 
out of a total of 3.3 million cast. The ad¬ 
ditional votes did not change the allo¬ 
cation of seats in the parliament tallied 
after the Tuesday election. 

The hawkish bloc headed by Likud, 
including the third largest party, Avig- 
dor Lieberman’s Yisrael Beitenu Party, 
controls 65 seats, giving Netanyahu 
the edge in coalition building. Howev¬ 
er, each party has its own agenda, and 
getting them all to sit around the same 
Cabinet table is far from automatic. 

So both Livni and Netanyahu are 
promoting the idea of a joint “national 
unity” government. In the most likely 


scenario, Netanyahu would be the 
prime minister, and Kadima would be 
allocated important government min¬ 
istries like finance, defense or foreign 
affairs. Together the two parties would 
approach a parliamentary majority, 
reducing the bargaining power of the 
smaller factions as potential coalition 
members. 

Lieberman’s party won 15 seats. 
He hopes to redraw Israel’s borders 
to push areas with heavy concen¬ 
trations of Israeli Arabs outside the 
Jewish state and under Palestinian 
jurisdiction. Those who remain would 
be forced to sign an oath of loyalty to 
the Jewish state to maintain the right 
to vote or run for office. If Likud and 
Kadima team up, Lieberman’s ability 
to force such radical changes would be 
cut. 

But the hawkish makeup of the par¬ 
liament — and Netanyahu’s own op¬ 
position to peace treaty talks with the 
Palestinians — could dictate Israeli 
refusal to move toward an accord. 
That could put the new Israeli govern¬ 
ment into conflict with the Obama ad¬ 
ministration, as President Obama has 
pledged to put Mideast peacemaking 
high on his agenda. 

Last month Obama sent his special 
Mideast envoy, George Mitchell, on 
his first tour of the region. Mitchell is 
on record as favoring talks toward a 
peace treaty and opposing expansion 
of Israeli settlements in the West Bank.

Australia eyes fire warning plan 

YEA, Australia — Australia vowed to push 
through stalled plans for a national fire warning 
system on Thursday, though questions remain over 
whether coordinated alerts could have saved lives in 
the country’s worst-ever wildfires. 

Police released two men who had been taken in 
for questioning after they were reported acting sus¬ 
piciously in an area burned out by last weekend’s 
fires. 

Authorities say some of the fires that ravaged Vic¬ 
toria state last weekend and killed at least 181 people 
were the result of arson. Officials said the death toll 
could exceed 200. 

Pope will visit Israel in May 

VATICAN CITY — In a message aimed at easing 
the rancor over a bishop’s denial of the Holocaust, 
Pope Benedict XVI on Thursday called the slaugh¬ 
ter of 6 million Jews a crime against God, and the 
Vatican said he would make his first visit to Israel 
in May. 

The pope met with about 60 American Jewish 
leaders on Thursday and assured them the Catholic 
Church was “profoundly and irrevocably committed 
to reject all anti-Semitism.”. 

The furor blew up after Benedict lifted the excom¬ 
munication of a traditionalist bishop who denied the 
Holocaust, sparking outrage among Jews and Cath¬ 
olics alike. The Vatican said Benedict did not know 
about the views of Bishop Richard Williamson when 
he agreed to lift the excommunication. 

Dozen arrested in hotel fire 

BEIJING — Police in China’s capital have de¬ 
tained 12 people over a massive hotel fire at a 
government television complex sparked by an unli¬ 
censed fireworks display, the official Xinhua News 
Agency reported Thursday. 

The blaze Monday night destroyed the unfinished 
Mandarin Oriental hotel in the capital’s western dis¬ 
trict, leaving one firefighter dead and seven other 
people injured. 

Four China Central Television staff members and 
eight employees of the company hired to set off the 
fireworks were detained on suspicion of causing the 
fire, the Xinhua News Agency reported. 

China probes new melamine scandal 

BEIJING — China is investigating milk products 
produced by one of the country’s largest dairies and 
a unit of France’s Groupe Danone SA for an unap¬ 
proved additive and melamine. Both companies in¬ 
sisted their products were safe. 

The Shanghai Municipal Bureau of Quality and 
Technical Supervision said Thursday in a one-sen¬ 
tence statement that the bureau was looking into 
“the quality and safety of Dumex milk powder” 
but did not give other details. The Mengniu Dairy 
Group Co. is being investigated by China’s quality 
watchdog for an unapproved protein additive one of 
its lines of milk. 

Last year, at least six Chinese babies died and 
nearly 300,000 were sickened with kidney stones and 
other problems by milk tainted with the chemical..

TOKYO — Japanese electronics company Pioneer Corp. 
will cut 10,000 jobs globally to cope with sinking sales of car 
audio equipment and flat-screen TVs. It will also withdraw 
from its money-losing plasma display business. 

The massive job cuts, announced Thursday, are the latest 
from Japanese corporate giants, which are slashing their 
payrolls worldwide, reducing production and forecasting 
annual losses amid a global economic slump. Sony Corp. is 
shedding 8,000 workers while Nissan Motor Co. and NEC 
Corp. are each cutting 20,000. 

Hit by the collapse in demand for car audio equipment 
and plasma TVs, Pioneer said its net loss in the current fis¬ 
cal year to March will swell to $1.4 billion. It would be the 
fifth straight annual net loss for Pioneer. 

The Tokyo-based company said it will slash 6,000 full¬ 


time salaried workers at home and abroad, accounting for 
16 percent of the company’s global work force of 36,900. 

It will also cut 4,000 contract workers at its Japanese and 
foreign plants. It did not give a regional breakdown. 

Pioneer is also shutting two overseas plasma display as¬ 
sembly plants — one in Pomona, Calif., and the other in 
Castleford, Britain — by April. Some 350 employees at the 
two factories — 130 in the U.S. and 220 in Britain — are 
part of the 10,000 people subject to job cuts, said company 
spokeswoman Ema Suzuki. 

The factory closures are part of the plan to withdraw 
completely from the display business by March, 2010, as 
the company concluded that it would be impossible to turn 
around the display business. 

Pioneer reported a net loss of $290.52 million for the Oc- 
tober-December quarter, nose-diving from a profit of $18.76 
million the previous year. Operating revenue declined 37.8 
percent to $1.46 billion.

SANTA FE, N.M. — As cash- 
strapped states scrutinize spend¬ 
ing, death penalty opponents are 
arguing that capital punishment 
is a waste of money.

MOSCOW — The collision be¬ 
tween U.S. and Russian commu¬ 
nication satellites this week — the 
first such crash in space — has 
created speeding clouds of debris 
that threaten other unmanned 
spacecraft in nearby orbits, Rus¬ 
sian officials and experts said 
Thursday. 

The smashup 500 miles over Si¬ 
beria on Tuesday involved a der¬ 
elict Russian spacecraft designed 
for military communications and 
a working U.S. Iridium satellite, 
which serves commercial cus¬ 
tomers as well as the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Defense. 

In a statement Thursday, Irid¬ 
ium, based in Bethesda, Md., de¬ 
nied that it was responsible for 
the crash. 

The collision scattered space 
debris in orbits 300 to 800 miles 
above Earth, according to Maj.- 
Gen. Alexander Yakushin, chief 
of staff for the Russian military’s 
Space Forces. 

But Igor Lisov, a prominent 
Russian space expert, said 
Thursday he did not understand 
why NASA’s debris experts and 


Iridium had failed to prevent the 
collision, since the Iridium satel¬ 
lite was active and its orbit could 
be adjusted. 

“It could have been a computer 
failure or a human error,” he said. 
“It also could be that they only 
were paying attention to smaller 
debris and ignoring the defunct 
satellites.” 

Lisov said the debris may 
threaten a large number of earth¬ 
tracking and weather satellites in 
similar orbits. 

“There is a quite a lot of satel¬ 
lites in nearby orbits,” he said. 
“The other 65 Iridium satellites 
in similar orbits will face the most 
serious risk, and there numer¬ 
ous earth-tracking and weather 
satellites in nearby orbits. Frag¬ 
ments may trigger a chain of 
collisions.” 

Both the U.S. Space Surveil¬ 
lance Network and Russian Space 
Forces are tracking the debris. 

NASA said it would take weeks 
to know the full magnitude of 
the crash, but both NASA and 
Russia’s Roscosmos agencies 
said there was little risk to the 
international space station and its 
three crew members. 

“There is no immediate dan¬ 
ger, but we will carefully monitor 


the situation,” Russian Mission 
Control spokesman Valery Lyn- 
din said. 

He noted the station’s orbit has 
been adjusted in the past to dodge 
space debris. 

The space junk also poses no 
threat to the space shuttle set to 
launch Feb. 22 with seven astro¬ 
nauts, U.S. officials said, though 
that issue will be reviewed. 

The Iridium orbiter weighed 
1,235 pounds, he said, and the 
decommissioned Kosmos-2251 
military communications craft 
weighed nearly a ton. The Kos- 
mos was launched in 1993 and 
went out of service two years 
later in 1995, Yakushin said. 

Some Soviet-built, nuclear-pow¬ 
ered satellites long out of action in 
higher orbits may also be vulner¬ 
able to collisions, Lisov said. If 
one of them collides with the de¬ 
bris, the radioactive fallout would 
pose no threat to Earth, Lisov 
said, but its speeding wreckage 
could multiply the hazard to other 
satellites. 

Nicholas Johnson, an orbital 
debris expert at the Houston 
space center, said the speeding 
junk could reach the orbit of the 
Hubble Space Telescope.

LONE GROVE, Okla. — Stand¬ 
ing in a field of debris where mo¬ 
bile homes once stood, Sue Rose 
wondered how a half-mile-wide 
tornado could ravage nearly ev¬ 
erything in sight and take so 
many lives but spare hers. 

“I don’t know how I made it,” 
said Rose, who rode out Tues¬ 
day’s storm in a trailer at the Bar 
K Mobile Home Park with family 
members. 

“I tried to keep the kids calm. 
We just prayed,” she said, fight¬ 
ing back tears Wednesday. 

Rose’s home was heavily dam¬ 
aged and dozens more were 
destroyed after a tornado with 
winds estimated at 170 mph 
ripped through Lone Grove just 
after dark Tuesday night. 

The Oklahoma Department of 
Emergency Management report¬ 
ed eight deaths early Wednes¬ 
day and Carter County Sheriff 
Ken Grace said a man who was 
injured in the storm and trans¬ 
ferred to a Dallas hospital died 
later in the day. 

Lone Grove City Manager 
Marianne Elfert said Thursday 
morning that search-and-rescue 
efforts were over. She said 10 to 
15 people remain unaccounted 
for, but they are believed to have 
simply left the area. 

Most utility service was re¬ 
stored by Thursday to the south¬ 
ern Oklahoma town of 4,600 
people, and Federal Emergency 
Management Agency officials 
were assessing damage as the 
state worked through the process 
of seeking federal assistance for 
uninsured losses. 

Sheriff’s Deputy David Gilley 
said between 100 and 150 homes 
were destroyed in the town, lo¬ 
cated about 100 miles south of 
Oklahoma City. 

President Barack Obama spoke 
to Gov. Brad Henry and Okla¬ 
homa Sens. Jim Inhofe and Tom 
Coburn and “passed along his 


condolences and best wishes to 
the victims,” White House press 
secretary Robert Gibbs said. 

Most of the deaths occurred in 
the mobile home park, where no 
tornado shelter was available for 
residents to take refuge. In one 
case, a victim was found under¬ 
neath a pickup truck the tornado 
had lifted and dropped on him. 

On Thursday, Ginger Byrne 
looked for cherished possessions 
in a pile of rubble that used to be 
her mobile home. The tornado 
picked it up and dropped it about 
100 feet north of where it had 
stood. 

“I found my Bible, my mother’s 
ring,” Byrne said. “It’s just stuff. 
I have memories in my heart.” 

It may take months, even years, 
before the community fully re¬ 
covers, but Henry said state resi¬ 
dents have “become very good at 
responding to disaster.” 

“Oklahomans have gone 
through this kind of disaster be¬ 
fore,” he said. “We know what we 
are doing. We will rebuild.” 


Feb. tornadoes rare, 
but not unheard of 

February tornadoes are un¬ 
usual, even in tornado-prone 
Oklahoma, but they are not 
unprecedented. 

At least three tornadoes 
touched down in the state on 
Tuesday, including one blamed 
for eight deaths and dozens of 
injuries. 

National Weather Service 
meteorologist Doug Speheger 
in Norman said Oklahoma has 
had 44 February tornadoes 
since 1950. 

The most recent Febru¬ 
ary twister before Tuesday’s 
spurt occurred Feb. 25, 2000, 
in Tulsa. Last February tor¬ 
nadoes killed more than 50 
people in Alabama, Arkansas, 
Kentucky, Mississippi and 
Tennessee.

Peanut scare 
prompting 
changes to 
food safety

WASHINGTON — The sal¬ 
monella outbreak is starting to 
change the way the government 
oversees the safety of peanut but¬ 
ter and other foods, health offi¬ 
cials tell Congress. 

Dr. Stephen Sundlof of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
told lawmakers Wednesday that 
agency inspectors will start to 
routinely collect samples for bac¬ 
terial testing whenever they go 
into a facility. Currently that’s 
done only if officials suspect a 
problem. 

“We are changing that now as 
a result of this [outbreak],” Sund¬ 
lof, head of the FDA’s food safety 


center, told the House Energy 
and Commerce investigations 
subcommittee. The panel is look¬ 
ing for ways to prevent another 
outbreak like the one that has 
sickened some 600 people and is 
being linked to nine deaths. More 
than 1,900 products have been 
recalled. 

Peanut butter may also be 


singled out for special attention. 
Sundlof said the government is 
weighing whether to designate it 
as a high-risk food. 

That means producers would 
be required to follow written food 
safety plans to prevent contami¬ 
nation. Producers of juice and 
seafood already must take such 
precautions. 


Mortgage fraud 
suspect arrested

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — A 
suspect in a nationwide mortgage 
fraud scheme who fled the coun¬ 
try was caught at the Canadian 
border with $1 million in Swiss 
bank cer¬ 
tificates 
and $70,000 
stuffed in 
his cowboy 
boots, au¬ 
thorities said 
Wednesday. 

Christo¬ 
pher J. War¬ 
ren, 27, also 
was carrying 
four ounces 
of platinum 
valued at $1,420 an ounce when 
he was arrested early Wednesday 
while entering the United States 
at Buffalo, N.Y. 

After he disappeared Feb. 3, 
Warren was charged with con¬ 
spiracy, fraud and conducting 


a continuing financial crime. If 
convicted, he faces life in prison. 

Warren is the second of three 
fugitives to be caught in the on¬ 
going fraud investigation of Loo¬ 
mis Wealth Solutions, a Roseville, 
Calif.-based investment company, 
and several related companies. 

Court documents alleged they 
defrauded investors and mort¬ 
gage companies of $100 million 
since 2006. The fraudulent deals 
involved 500 homes and condo¬ 
miniums in California, Florida, 
Nevada, Illinois, Colorado and 
Arizona, according to Internal 
Revenue Service affidavits. 

Warren flew to Ireland on Feb. 
3 on a chartered private jet, then 
traveled to Lebanon and Canada, 
acting U.S. Attorney Lawrence 
Brown said. Immigration offi¬ 
cials were on the lookout for him 
when he took a taxi from Toronto 
to the border at Buffalo. 

Authorities believe Warren 
also had brought to Lebanon $4 
million to $5 million in gold.

Gregg opts out of 
commerce post 

WASHINGTON — Repub- 
lican Sen. Judd Gregg of New 
Hampshire abruptly withdrew 
his nomination as commerce 
secretary, citing “irresolv¬ 
able conflicts” with President 
Barack Obama’s handling of 
the economic stimulus and 2010 
census. 

“We are functioning from a 
different set of views on many 
critical items of policy,” Gregg 
said in a statement released by 
his Senate office. 

Gregg, 61, is a former New 
Hampshire governor who pre¬ 
viously served in the House. 
He has been in the Senate since 
1993 and currently serves as 
the top Republican on the Sen¬ 
ate Budget Committee.

experience. What were a few nights behind 
bars for the biggest scoop of his life? 

But as nights turned into weeks and 
weeks into months, the loneliness, mo¬ 
notony and monstrous sense of injustice 
began to wear the poet down. Immigra¬ 
tion officials accused him of violating his 
visitor visa by planning to sell his books 
— something Thapa says never crossed his 
mind. And so He waited for his case to be 
decided, pining for his family, his books, 
for fresh air — to be addressed by his own 
name, not just his bunk number. 

It was as if he didn’t exist. 

And then, after seven months of im¬ 
prisonment, he began to exist like never 
before. 

A woman walked into his life. She had 
short white hair and soft white skin and 
blue eyes that sparkled with intelligence 
and mirth. She wore colorful skirts and 
blouses and jewelry. She brought bouquets 
of roses from her garden. She laughed and 
she sang and her joyful presence lit up the 
cold, sterile visitors room, where a grimy 
glass partition separates the imprisoned 
from the free and the only communication 
between the two is by phone. 

The prisoner poet and his unlikely visi¬ 
tor fell deeply, impossibly in love. 

Romance was the last thing on Marga¬ 
ret Carne’s mind when she drove to the 
Elizabeth detention center in January 
2002. Long divorced, her two sons raised, 
she embraced her busy life in her restored 
Victorian row house in Jersey City. 
With her thriving psychotherapy 
practice, a wide circle of friends, 
her Quaker meetings, her books, her 
singing lessons and her garden, the 
sixty-something Carne felt comfort¬ 
able and fulfilled. 

A social worker friend told her about 
a visitation program, and about one un¬ 
usual detainee; Carne agreed to go. 

“He’s a writer and poet and he really 
needs someone to talk to,” Carne’s friend 
said. “He’s in bad shape.” 

She spotted him as soon as she entered 
the room, a small, slender man with milk- 
chocolate colored skin and serious brown 
eyes, his dark hair pulled back in a pony

JERSEY CITY, N.J. 

P radeep Thapa bounded off the plane 
clutching his seven books and his 
journalistic credentials, his heart 
filled with anticipation and pride. 

So when immigration officers at New¬ 
ark Liberty International Airport refused 
Thapa entry, slapped him in handcuffs and 
shackles and locked him in a prison-like 
building with 300 other immigrants, the 
31-year-old Nepalese poet assumed it was 
all a huge mistake. 

If anything, Thapa submitted to hand¬ 
cuffs and donned the drab gray prison uni¬ 
form with a swelling sense of pride. So this 
was the other face of America, he thought, 
where they imprison writers just like au¬ 
thorities did during the civil war in Nepal. 
He figured he would be released soon 
enough and then he would write about his 



tail. He seemed so sensitive, she thought, 
and so sad. 

Gently she asked him about his family, 
his work, his country. It was the first time 
since his imprisonment that anyone had 
shown a genuine interest in him. Thapa 
broke down and cried. 

That night, he sat on his bunk and wrote 
a letter thanking her for the visit. “Dear 
Madam ...,” he began. 

She came again the following week, and 
again, and soon his Dear Madam was visit¬ 
ing several times a week. 

He wrote her love poems, the first po¬ 
etry he had ever written in English. 

“O my dear/ this is not just a letter/ every 
time it liberates me/ My heart. My spirit./ 
And my mind/ no longer locked up/ it slips 
through the words/ that I’m writing you.” 

She gathered flowers from her garden 
— bleeding hearts and clematis — and 
pressed them between the pages of the let¬ 
ters to “My Sweet Poet.” 

An immigration judge had ordered his 
removal, saying she didn’t believe the 
reasons for his visit. 

Thapa genuinely feared returning to 
Nepal. There had been a royal massa¬ 
cre in June 2001 and jornalists were 
being targeted and killed. 

The tension added urgency to 
their letters, to their love. 

Dear Madam soon became Dear 
Margaret and then Dearest Mar¬ 
garet and finally Dearest Meri, the 
pet name that Thapa bestowed upon 
her. Meri, he explained, means “my 
own” in Nepalese. 

Immigration officials refused to 
allow Thapa to leave Elizabeth. He 
could only be deported. 

“Marry me, Pradeep.” 

On a sweltering day in August, over the 
phone, in the steamy visiting room of the 
Middlesex County Jail, Carne proposed. 
She was scared, but she was sure. 

Thapa’s heart and head were in tur¬ 
moil. He loved his Meri more than any¬ 
thing, had never felt so certain of his 
feelings. But he had nothing to offer. 

He had no money, no job. If he was 
deported, he might end up in jail in 
Nepal. And so Thapa shook his head. 

It was impossible, he said. She would 
always be his best friend, but he didn’t 


want to cause her more suffering. 

“I will suffer more if you say no,” she 
said. 

So he asked for a week to think about it. 

In place of the counsel of his family, he 
sought that of other detainees. Behind bars 
they assembled to comfort the poet. And 
they offered this advice. 

“Marry for love,” said his friend from 
India, who was about to be deported. 
“Come to India and my wife and I will ar¬ 
range your wedding.” 

And that is what he decided to do. 

Shaking with nerves, Carne picked up 
the phone. 

Have you made a decision? 

Thapa nodded. Ever so slowly, he whis¬ 
pered, “Yes.” 

A week later he was deported. 

Two months later — in a Hindu temple 
in Punjab, India, — they wed.

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Actor Chris Evans on becoming the new face of the sci-fi thriller

HOLLYWOOD — Spending three 
months in Hong Kong shooting the 
frenetic science-fiction thriller “Push” 
was more difficult than Chris Evans 
expected. 

There’s the fact that he doesn’t speak 
the language or even particularly like 
Chinese food. Then, as the film’s lead, 
he worked almost every day while his 
co-stars, including 14-year-old Dakota 
Fanning, were free to sample the elec¬ 
tric city vibe and travel the country’s 
scenic landscapes. But the worst of it 
was that he was separated from his 
beloved American bulldog, East, who 
normally hangs around on-set with 
Evans as he works. 

“Look at that guy!” he said, whip¬ 
ping out his BlackBerry at a San Fer- 
nanco Valley restaurant and thumbing 
through photo after photo of the white 
hound like a proud new father. “He’s 
the greatest thing in the world!” 

Growing up in a Boston suburb, he 
didn’t spend his time reading comic 
books or consuming science-fiction 
novels and films, so who would have 
guessed he’d build such a formidable 
resume in the genre that failed to cap¬ 
ture his imagination as a child? 

And yet, a decade after moving to 


Los Angeles, the gregarious 27-year- 
old — best known for burning up the 
screen as Johnny Storm in 20th Centu¬ 
ry Fox’s “Fantastic Four” franchise — 
is starring in yet another sci-fi thriller, 
this time as the telekinetic Nick Gant, 
a “mover,” in the argot of the film, 
who grudgingly joins a rogue group of 
expat psychic warriors united in bring¬ 
ing down a shadowy military agency 
attempting to harvest their abilities for 
supernatural warfare. 

In “Push,” which opened in the U.S. 
last week, Evans’ character can move 
things with his mind. It was a new 
skill to master for the reluctant action 
hero, who has burst into flames as the 
Human Torch and raced to save the 
planet in Danny Boyle’s underrated 
2007 space odyssey, “Sunshine.” 

Working with Boyle made board¬ 
ing a soundstage spaceship seem less 
ridiculous to the would-be thespian 
(Evans studied theater in high school 
and moved to New York in search of 
the stage right after graduation). 

“Whether he’s making a movie or 
wants to handle my finances, I’d be 
like, All right, I trust him,’ ” the actor 
said of Boyle. 

When Evans learned that Fanning 
had signed on to co-star in “Push” as a 
clairvoyant runaway, he brushed off all

sci-fi fatigue and got to work. 

“It’s humbling to meet someone who 
was born in the ’90s — the ’90s! — who 
has a more sophisticated vocabulary 
than you do,” he marveled. “She’s like

spent three months in Louisiana film¬ 
ing Tennessee Williams’ “The Loss 
of a Teardrop Diamond,” in which he 
plays Jimmy, a down-and-out urchin 
who captures the heart of reclusive 
debutante Fisher Willow (Bryce Dallas 
Howard from “Spider-Man 3”). 

Although he always has admired the 
Southern playwright, spending so much 
time away from home on back-to-back 
projects really took it out of him. 

“Sometimes you would be sitting 
in those little buses losing 
your mind,” he said. “It 
felt like work.” 

Then he realized 
that even with the 
inconveniences, 
he still has it 
pretty good.

Moore 
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Credit unions wary of surprise 'bailout tax’ 


F ederal credit unions, 
including those serv¬ 
ing millions of military 
patrons, are fighting to 
keep off their books nearly $5 
billion in charges that regulators 
have assessed to bail out their 
largest “corporate” credit union. 

The U.S. Central Federal 
Credit Union was in danger of 
insolvency due to losses on mort¬ 
gage-backed securities until 
regulators adopted a bailout plan 
Jan. 28 that would be financed 
by 7,900 member-based credit 
unions. 

“If we were to allow something 
to happen to U.S. Central, the im¬ 
pact on the industry would have 
been devastating,” said Michael 
E. Fryzel, board chairman of the 


National Credit Union Adminis¬ 
tration . 

But Fred Becker, chief execu¬ 
tive for National Association of 
Federal Credit Unions in Arling¬ 
ton, Va., said NCUA’s “premiums” 
on member credit unions, un¬ 
less lowered by September when 
scheduled to take effect, “would 
drive most of the industry’s in¬ 
come into the red” for calendar 
2009. 

Fryzel conceded that some 
smaller credit unions have warned 
that their part of the “bailout tax,” 
as some call it, would leave them 
undercapitalized, threatening 
their viability. Fryzel said none of 
these credit unions serve military 
populations. In any case, NCUA 
will “work with them,” he said,

to ensure the special assessment 
doesn’t have such a dire effect. 

Credit union officials say there 
is no reason for members to fear 
for their deposits. Individual ac¬ 
counts are insured by the govern¬ 
ment for up to $250,000.

mortgages. 

However, other customer ser¬ 
vices could be affected. That 
might include, said one official, 
a smaller work force to run cus¬ 
tomer call centers or delays in 
opening new branches or reno¬ 
vating old ones. Some credit 
union officers clearly were upset 
at the NCUA board for deciding 
on a bailout plan for U.S. Central 
before discussing alternatives 
with them. 

“We do not believe that the fed¬ 
eral agency has a moral and ethi¬ 
cal right to steal our members’ 
capital,” said Frank Pollock, chief 
executive of the Pentagon Feder¬ 
al Credit Union. 

This credit union expects to 
take a $44 million hit, losing a 
third of its earnings this year, if 
the bailout plan stands. 

Cutler Dawson, CEO of Navy 
Federal Credit Union, the largest 
credit union in the country with 
3.2 million members and $36 bil¬ 
lion in assets, called the bailout 
plan “unacceptable and unten¬ 
able.” Dawson estimates that his 
credit union would see return on 
assets fall by $80 million this year 
and by a total of $280 million over 
three years. 

Credit unions are popular al¬ 
ternatives to banks. They are 
owned, in effect, by their deposi¬ 
tors. Without corporate profits 
or shareholders to worry about, 
credit unions can offer higher in¬ 
terest rates on savings accounts 
and charge lower rates for mort¬ 
gages, auto loans or other finan¬ 
cial help. 

Because many credit unions 
are too small to use support 
services available through the 
Federal Reserve, the industry 
decades ago set up a network of 
corporate credit unions. “Natu¬ 
ral-person” credit unions rely on 
their “corporates” to invest ex¬ 
cess capital, as a source of liquid¬ 
ity and to provide check clearing 
and other payment services. The 
23 corporate credit unions, in 
turn, have their own credit union, 
U.S. Central Federal. 

“Unlike natural-person credit 
unions that swim in a pretty 
calm sea, the corporates swim 
in a rougher sea, which now has 
turned out to be shark-infested,” 
said Becker. “They got wrapped 
up like everybody else in the 
current crisis” by investing in 
mortgage backed securities that 
turned bad. 


Return on assets, ROA, is the 
yardstick credit unions use to 
measure annual performance. A 
one percent return is a good year 
and relatively few credit unions 
will reach it in 2009 just given the 
deepening recession. 

The U.S. Central bailout, as 
structured, “makes tough times 
tougher,” said Dawson. It would 
force credit unions to lower their 
ROA a total of 62 basis points. 
The portion payable by fall would 
wipe out any ROA in ’09 for some 
credit unions and cut profits for 
many others at least by half. 

“It means you can’t do the 
things you wanted to do like in¬ 
vest in more branches, give raises 
to your staff. You can’t paint the 
building. There are just so many 
things you can’t do,” said Pat 
Keith, spokesman for the Credit 
Union National Association in 
Washington D.C. 

Fryzel said he and other NCUA 
board members have heard the 
complaints, met with credit union 
associations as well as with Pol¬ 
lock and Dawson, and are work¬ 
ing together on alternatives to 
ease the negative effect of the 
bailout. Some proposed fixes 
require legislation including al¬ 
lowing a capital infusion from 
the Federal Reserve’s Central 
Liquidity Facility. Another option 
is to ask the Treasury secretary 
to allow corporate credit unions 
to use the Troubled Asset Relief 
Program, the fund behind the 
banks’ bailout. 

Many credit unions were sur¬ 
prised by the assessment. 

“When they hear why the board 
had to take the action,” Fryzel 
said, “they are more rational and 
say, ‘OK, we understand what 
had to be done and we’re looking 
forward to the board mitigating 
our losses and cutting the cost to 
us.’” 

“This is not a done deal by any 
means,” said David G. Elliott, chief 
executive of the Fort Bragg (N.C.) 
Federal Credit Union, where the 
bailout would cut return on assets 
by a total of $500,000. 

“The military is sort of reces¬ 
sion proof with our members be¬ 
cause they’re going to have jobs. 
That’s the good side of being a 
military-oriented credit union as 
opposed to [one serving] General 
Motors right now,” he said.

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Former firefighter 
jailed for arson 

njk DANVILLE —A 
former volunteer 
firefighter who went on 
an arson spree in north¬ 
eastern Pennsylvania 
is heading to prison for 
12 to 24 years. 

One of the fires 
that 52-year-old 
Chester Cyphers 
admitted he set in 2007 
left a fellow volunteer firefighter 
paralyzed. 

Cyphers was sentenced in Mon¬ 
tour County Court. He pleaded 
guilty in October to 11 arson 
counts and one count of aggravat¬ 
ed assault for the injury to Wayne 
Hawley. 

The judge also ordered Cy¬ 
phers to pay $20,000 in restitu¬ 
tion to Hawley, who now uses a 
wheelchair. 

House speaker stepping 
down during hiring probe 

PI TALLAHASSEE — The 
speaker of Florida’s House 
of Representatives said he is step¬ 
ping down temporarily to deal with 
a probe into his hiring by a state 
college for which he obtained mil¬ 
lions of dollars in funding. 

Speaker Ray Sansom said fel¬ 
low Republican Larry Cretul of 
Ocala will replace him for now. 
Sansom will continue represent¬ 
ing the Florida Panhandle resort 
city of Destin as a regular House 
member. 

Sansom faces grand jury and 
state ethics commission investi¬ 
gations after taking a $110,000-a- 
year job as the chief fundraiser for 
Northwest Florida State College on 
Nov. 18, the same day he became 
speaker. Critics charge Sansom 
was given the job as payback for 
channeling more than $25 million 
in state funds to the school — 25 
times the amount state education 
officials had originally allocated.

Robert Lee Stinson, 44, walked 
out of the New Lisbon Correctional 


Institution in street 
clothes and hugged 
his sister and mem¬ 
bers of the Wisconsin 
Innocence Project. A 
judge vacated the sentence 
l after the Project argued 
that bite-mark analysis and 
DNA evidence that didn’t 
match evidence from the 
crime scene, defense attorney 
Byron Lichstein said. 

Stinson was convicted in 

■ 1985 of first-degree murder 
in the death of a 63-year-old 
Milwaukee woman. Evidence sug¬ 
gested she had been raped, and her 
body also had eight different bite 
marks, Lichstein said. 

Former race foes 
have healing meeting 

WASHINGTON — Elwin 
Wilson was an unabashed 
racist, the sort who once hung a 
black doll from a noose outside 
his home. John Lewis was a young 
civil rights leader bent on chang¬ 
ing laws, if not hearts and minds, 
even if it cost him his life. 

They faced each other at a South 
Carolina bus station during a protest 
in 1961. Wilson joined a white gang 
that jeered Lewis, attacked him and 
left him bloodied on the ground. 

Forty-eight years later, the men 
met again — this time so Wilson 
could apologize to Lewis and ex¬ 
press regret for his hatred. Lewis, 
now a congressman from Atlanta, 
greeted his former tormentor at 
his Capitol Hill office. 

“I just told him that I was sorry,” 
Wilson, 72, said in a telephone in¬ 
terview as he traveled home to 
Rock Hill, S.C. 

Lewis said Wilson is the first per¬ 
son involved in the dozens of attacks 
against him during the civil rights 
era to step forward and apologize. 
When they met, Lewis offered for¬ 
giveness without hesitation. 


State asked to examine 
its Amber Alert policy 

DALLAS — Advocates 
for missing children want 
Texas’ Department of Public Safe¬ 
ty to reconsider its policy of issuing 
Amber Alerts after the agency re¬ 
fused to send one out for a missing 
11-year-old girl believed to have 
run off with a convicted felon. 

Police in Tyler, about 100 miles 
east of Dallas, requested the alert 
after the girl’s mother reported 
her missing. She was last seen 
Jan. 24. The girl’s friends said she 
may be with 23-year-old Enrique 
Vasquez, whom they described as 
her boyfriend. 

The girl’s parents told police 
that Vasquez, who was convicted 
of burglary in 2006, played soccer 
with her father, but they were un¬ 
aware of any relationship between 
the two and he did not have per¬ 
mission to take their child. 

Detective finds missing 
body while out jogging 

ERIE — A detective who 
was investigating a west¬ 
ern Pennsylvania man’s disappear¬ 
ance happened upon the missing 
man’s body during an afternoon 
jog through a field. 

Police in Millcreek Township, 
just outside Erie, say 25-year-old 
Aaron Nolan had been missing 
since Jan. 16.

Judge won’t let Prop 8 
donor identities be secret 

^ A SACRAMENTO — A 
federal judge denied a 
request to keep secret the names 
of donors to California’s anti-gay 
marriage initiative, saying the 
public had a right to know who gave 
money to state ballot measures. 

Supporters of the Proposition 8 
initiative, which overturned a state 
Supreme Court ruling that allowed 
gay marriage, had sought a pre¬ 
liminary injunction to remove the 
identities of those who contributed 
to their campaign from the secre¬ 
tary of state’s Web site. The ini¬ 
tiative was approved by voters in 
November. 

They also had asked U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Morrison England Jr. 
to block the release of the names of 
donors who either gave money two 
weeks before the election or short¬ 
ly afterward. Those names will be 
publicly released in postelection 
campaign finance reports. 

But the judge sided with the state, 
saying that California’s campaign 
disclosure laws were intended to 
protect the public and were espe¬ 
cially important during expensive 
initiative campaigns. 

Lost skier, snowboarder 
rescued in 2 incidents 


yr KILLINGTON — A lost 
w I skier and a snowboarder 
were rescued in separate incidents 
after going off marked trails at 
Killington ski area. 

Vermont State Police say a 21- 
year-old Adam Brodeur, of Dur¬ 
ham, N.H., was reported missing 
after he didn’t return to his skiing 
party. Police and the Killington 
Ski Patrol found him uninjured. 

The next day, 19-year-old Mykael 
Harrigan, of Castleton, called 911 
at 5:30 p.m. to say he was lost in 
the woods after snowboarding off 
a trail. 

Police lost contact with Har¬ 
rigan when his cell phone battery 
died, but rescuers found him a 
short time later. 


State Senate extends ban 
on payday loan practices 


RICHMOND — The Vir- 
ginia Senate sent a mes¬ 
sage to payday lenders: Don’t think 
you got one over on us. 

Irked by what they perceive as 
the lenders’ end run around tough 
new restrictions passed last year, 
senators unanimously passed a bill 
to bar them from offering other 
types of loans. 

The majority of the state’s nearly 
800 payday lending stores received 
regulatory approval to offer open- 
end loans that can carry unlimited 
interest rates after the General 
Assembly last year passed strict 
regulations, which included limit¬ 
ing the number of loans borrowers 
could get annually. The restric¬ 
tions took effect this month.

bury was pronounced dead on ar¬ 
rival at Berkshire Medical Center 
in Pittsfield. 

The woman’s 7-year-old daugh¬ 
ter was riding in the same sled, but 
was not hurt. 

Her husband and 3-year-old son 
were riding on a separate sled.

Increase seen in bank 
robberies by women 

S|Y MELVILLE — Authori- 
111 ■ ties on Long Island say 
they’re seeing a spike in women 
robbing banks. 

Police say that in the last four 
months three female bank robbers 
have struck banks six times. In 
each case they were the sole opera¬ 
tive, bucking the usual M.O. of fe¬ 
males working with accomplices. 
Suffolk police say the average has 
been one or two cases a year. 

According to FBI statistics, 
bank robberies nationally by 
women have risen slightly from 
year to year since 2002, account¬ 
ing for about 6 percent of all bank 
robberies. 

Suffolk police say that despite 
the recent spike, they’re not see¬ 
ing a long-term increase in female 
bank robberies or attempts. 

Contractor sentenced 
for construction bribe 

^ WASHINGTON—Aeon- 
tractor who once worked 
for the Treasury Department was 
sentenced to 2 X A years in prison 
for bribing a government official 
with $55,000 to win construction 
contracts. 

Daniel Money, 44, of Shady 
Side, Md., was sentenced by U.S. 
District Judge Ricardo M. Urbina 
after pleading guilty to a bribery 
charge. He has to forfeit $95,000 
in profits he made on one contract, 
pay a $7,500 fine and reimburse 
the Treasury Department $2,250 
for stealing about 600 gallons of 
diesel fuel. 

Money owns Daniel Construc¬ 
tion, which provided maintenance, 
repair, electrical, construction and 
other related services for govern¬ 
ment agencies. He also worked 
for the Treasury Department as 
a planner. He admitted that he 
agreed to the bribe payments to 
win two contracts, including one 
for $188,000 at the U.S. Tax Court 
that he was awarded.

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When Gettysburg Address hit home

I had never heard of the Gettysburg 
Address until sixth grade. All I knew 
of Abraham Lincoln was his majestic 
image enthroned on the Mall in Wash¬ 
ington — until Mrs. Wright introduced us 
to his famous speech, not as a landmark 
of American democracy but as a form of 
punishment. 

As far as I knew, Mrs. Wright had taught 
sixth grade forever. She was an intimidat¬ 
ing little woman, and whenever anyone 
spoke out of turn, she would fix the rep¬ 
robate with her eyes, raise her hand and 
extend her index finger toward the ceiling. 
Protest would only provoke the elevation of 
a second finger, sometimes a third or even 
a fourth, depending on the gravity of the 
crime and the energy of the denial. 

Her pointed fingers signaled the number 
of times the offender would be obliged to 
copy by hand the Gettysburg Address. Be¬ 
fore I made it to the seventh grade, I must 
have written more than 100 “Gettysburgs,” 
as we used to call them, in the looping, cur- 
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sive style that Mrs. Wright required. 

“Four score and seven years ago ...” 

It was just 10 sentences, 272 words, many 
of them strange and unfathomable. I had no 
idea what the speech meant. Looking back, 
it seems almost perverse — to punish a kid 
with the Gettysburg Address — but when 
you’re 12, what do you know? I acquiesced 
to classroom justice, and I wasn’t the only 
one. In time, Mrs. Wright had assigned so 
many Gettysburgs to so many kids that a 
kind of black-market trade in Gettysburgs 
developed. You could buy one Gettysburg 
for a nickel, three for a dime, six for a 
quarter. 

"... testing whether that nation, or any 
nation so conceived and so dedicated, can 
long endure ...” 

I remember how a friend of mine 
scrawled as many as he could on a single 
sheet of paper — across the side, top and 
bottom margins, anywhere there was 
space. It was only toward the end of the 
school year that I realized that I was a dupe 
and a grind. Though I would write the en¬ 
tire speech — each and every word — I dis¬ 
covered that my friends had been skipping 
words, sometimes even entire sentences: 
“conceived liberty dedicated equal.” Mrs. 
Wright wasn’t reading these Gettysburgs 
at all. Of course not. 

But I diligently plugged on. 

“The world will little note nor long re¬ 
member what we say here, but it can never 
forget what they did here” 

Every time I came to that sentence, 
I paused and remarked to myself on its 
irony, although I didn’t call it that then. All 
I knew was that I had no idea “what they 
did here,” but my teacher hadn’t forgotten 
what had been said there, nor would I. 

That the battle of Gettysburg was the 
bloodiest of the Civil War — some 50,000 
casualties — and its ferocious turning 
point meant nothing to me, nor that after¬ 
ward Lincoln consecrated and hallowed 
that ground by redefining the American 
democratic experiment in a speech so 
fine in its calibrations that it took him only 
three minutes. 

"... that from these honored dead we

take increased devotion to that cause for 
which they gave the last full measure of 
devotion...” 

The wrong kind of schooling — and I 
had plenty of it — can tame the most pro¬ 
vocative words, pacify them, render them 
useless. But somehow Lincoln’s words 
transcended the punitive, mind-numbing 
repetition I was subjected to, just as Lincoln 
himself has escaped the incessant com¬ 
mercialization of popular culture. In spite 
of the relentless trivialization, he remains 
more than the name on the bank, the car, 
the logs, the new housing development. 

"... that this nation, under God, shall 
have a new birth of freedom; and that 
government of the people, by the people, 
for the people, shall not perish from the 
earth.” 

Lincoln and his Gettysburg Address rise 
above it all. No matter how many times it 
was inflicted on me, the cadences sing in 
my blood today. And so, in the 200th year 
after Lincoln’s birth, when Barack Obama 
took as the theme of his inauguration “a 
new birth of freedom,” I thrilled to the 
relevance of those words and the poetry of 
Abraham Lincoln.

Caps’ Green ties goal mark 
in shootout loss to Rangers

NEW YORK — Mike Green 
isn’t used to goalies keeping him 
from putting the puck in the 
net. So forgive him for being an¬ 
noyed when a few first-period 
chances failed to get past Henrik 
Lundqvist. 

By the time the second period 
was over, the Washington Capi¬ 
tals’ high-scoring defenseman 
had Lundqvist figured out, too, 
and forced his way into the NHL 
record book. 

Green scored for the seventh 
straight game to tie the 25-year- 
old mark for defensemen and 
then scored again in the second 
period. It wasn’t enough as the 
Capitals fell to Lundqvist and the 
New York Rangers 5-4 in a shoot¬ 
out on Wednesday night. 

Green put the Capitals in front 
3-2 with a hard, rising wrister 
from just inside the top edge of 
the right circle at 10:32. That tied 
the record set by Boston’s Mike 
O’Connell, who scored in seven 
straight games during the 1983- 
84 season. 

He got Washington even at 4 
with 57.6 seconds left in the sec¬ 
ond period. Green celebrated 
both goals with emphatic slams 
against the glass in the Rangers 
zone. 

“I was pretty excited,” said 
Green, who leads NHL defense- 
men with 21 goals and 49 points. 
“It was frustrating there. I had 
some chances in the first period, 
and I finally got one by him. I 
don’t know if you’ve seen my re¬ 
action, but I was pretty jacked. 

“It was anger, emotion, happy, 
sad. I was pretty wound up.” 

So were the Rangers when 
they finally snapped a season- 
high, five-game losing streak that 
threatened to derail their playoff 
plans. 

Ryan Callahan scored the de¬ 
cisive goal in the shootout with a 
drive that struck the crossbar and 
then caromed in off the skates 
and stick of surprised Washing¬ 
ton goalie Jose Theodore. 

“To be honest, I thought when it 
hits the crossbar and comes back 
out it’s no play,” a disappointed 
Theodore said. “I didn’t really try 
to get out of the way because for 
me it was no goal. 

“Obviously, I was wrong, so it’s 
a lesson that I learned, I guess.” 

The Rangers were on an 0-4- 
1 skid and needed a victory to 
ensure they wouldn’t fall to sev¬ 
enth place in the Eastern Con¬ 
ference. Instead they moved 
up into a fourth-place tie with 
Philadelphia. 

“I hit the crossbar and I didn’t 
think it went in,” Callahan said. 
“I heard it hit the crossbar, and as 
I turned back I saw it go off his 
leg and in the net. I got a little bit 
lucky and I’ll take it.” 

New York coach Tom Renney 
admitted he also wasn’t aware 
of the shootout rule that allows a 
goal to stand if it hits a post and 
caroms in off the goalie. 

“No, not at all,” he said, “but

I’m OK with it.” 

That was the difference on a 
night otherwise dominated by 
Green. 

Washington, the leader in the 
Southeast Division, was caught 
by the Atlantic Division-leading 
New Jersey Devils in the race for 
the No. 2 seed in the East. Both 
teams have 73 points in 55 games, 
but the Devils have 35 victories 
— one more than the Capitals. 

“It felt like a playoff game out 
there,” Green said.

Bradley scores 
both goals in 
Cup qualifier

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Even be¬ 
fore the game started, Michael 
Bradley knew everything would 
be fine. 

Then he went out and made 
sure. 

Bradley scored twice to lead the 
United States to a 2-0 victory over 
Mexico in a World Cup qualifier 
Wednesday night, preserving the 
Americans’ domination in the se¬ 
ries over the past nine years. 

“These games against Mexi¬ 
co, they’re very special games,” 
Bradley said. “They’re fun games. 
As a player, these big games are 
the ones you want to play in. In 
the locker room before the game 
tonight you looked at every guy 
and you knew that we were ready 
to play.” 

It also was fun for Bradley’s 
dad, who prowls the sideline as 
the U.S. coach. 

He was asked if it was difficult 
to be both a father and a coach. 

“Right now I’m a coach. It’s 
about the team, it really is,” Bob 
Bradley said. 

On a wet and windy night at 
Crew Stadium — under the threat 
of a tornado watch — the Ameri¬ 
cans ran their record to 9-0-2 on 
U.S. soil against Mexico since 
2000. Tickets sold out in 90 min¬ 
utes, with many of the 23,776 fans 
showing up hours before to stand 
in the rain while waving flags and 
wearing their national colors. 

“When we first came out to 
warm up there were quite a few 
Mexicans — I think they got here 
early,” said veteran midfielder 
Landon Donovan, who assisted on 
the second goal. 

“When we came out to kick 
off, the majority of people were 
Americans. They were great. 
They were very loud.” 

After both teams played cau¬ 
tiously at the outset, the Ameri¬ 
cans finally broke through. 

DaMarcus Beasley’s cor¬ 
ner kick found Donovan at the 
far side of the 6-yard box, with 
Donovan heading it back into the 
scrum. Oguchi Onyewu’s header 
was stopped by diving Mexico 
goaltender Oswaldo Sanchez, but 
the rebound came into the path of 
Bradley, who kicked it in from 6 
yards. 

“DaMarcus had the great 
(setup) and Landon did a great job 
of heading the ball back across 
the goal,” Bradley said. “There 
was a bunch of guys there and it 
bounced loose for me.” 

That touched off a wild celebra¬ 
tion just a few feet from the red- 
clad Sam’s Army, which danced

in the aisles and threw confetti up 
into the jet stream winds. 

Then, in second-half stoppage 
time, Bradley took a pass from 
Donovan and his shot from 28 
yards dipped under Sanchez’s 
arms. It secured the third consec¬ 
utive 2-0 victory for the Ameri¬ 
cans over Mexico at Crew Stadium 
in World Cup qualifying. 

“Jozy (Altidore) and Landon 
made a good play to sort of get in 
behind their defense,” Bradley 
said. “Landon kind of cut back 
and I went forward [and] I took a 
shot on target.” 

Mexico captain Rafael Mar¬ 
quez was ejected in the 65th min¬ 
ute when he went high to spike 
goalkeeper Tim Howard as they 
went for the ball. Howard, who 
angrily threw the ball down while 
he flexed his leg, also picked up a 
yellow card for delay of game on 
the ensuing free kick. 

Marquez apologized to his 
teammates and almost everyone 
in Mexico, then tried to explain 
his penalty. 

“Tell my fans that I’m sorry,” he 
said. “It’s just the desire to win and 
not knowing what to do, maybe it’s 
provocation. ... I know I’m impor¬ 
tant to the team. And I shouldn’t 
set this kind of example.” 

Howard is suspended for the 
U.S. game against El Salvador on 
March 28 for his second yellow 
card in qualifying. 

The loss could mean more 
trouble for Mexico coach Sven- 
Goran Eriksson. His team, with 
just one victory in its past seven 
outings, barely made it into the 
final round of qualifying. A for¬ 
mer manager of England, he 
had been brought on to stop what 
many Tricolores fans consider an 
almost unforgivable sin: losing to 
the United States. Mexico easily 
controlled the series for decades, 
but the U.S. team has gone 13-7- 
8 since 1990 to narrow Mexico’s 
advantage to 29-15-11. 

“Football is a big sport and, 
face it, sometimes it’s not a friend 
of [patience],” Eriksson said. “But 
I’m optimistic because I think we 
have a good team. We have to 
score goals — that’s our biggest 
problem.” 

The match was the first of 10 in 
the final round of qualifying for 
each team. 

The United States next plays at 
El Salvador on March 28 before 
taking on Trinidad and Tobago 
on April 1 in Nashville, Tenn. 
Mexico entertains Costa Rica on 
March 28.

stopped on a dime and pivoted 
to the other side of the rim. And 
if that didn’t work, there was al¬ 
ways a step-back jumper or an 
extra gear that got him a step on 
the big guys. 

On one play, Thomas’ knees 
seemed to lock as Harris put a 
move on him. 

When asked if Harris was try¬ 
ing to blow out his knees, Thomas 
just laughed. 

“He is so quick and explosive, 
and he can finish with the right or 
the left and has a great runner,” 
Thomas said. 

Even Spurs defensive expert 
Bruce Bowen got a taste of taking 
on Harris. 

“He is playing freely,” Bowen 
said. “He is not worried about, ‘I 
have to get the ball to this guy or 
that guy.’ He is actually playing 
like he is the Big 10 player of the 
year. It’s a difference when you 
have that freedom, when a coach 
says: ‘Hey, when you feel like you 


can do this, go ahead.’ ” 

If there is one other area where 
Harris has improved this season, 
it’s his shooting. 

He always got open, but there 
seemed to be some hesitancy, 
which might have been from his 
days in Dallas. 

If you don’t think you’re sup¬ 
posed to shoot, the shots aren’t 
going to fall. 

Harris insists he didn’t work on 
his shooting in the offseason. 

“My confidence is better and 
the opportunity to make the shots 
is there,” he said. 

“I always thought I was a good 
shooter but when you shoot freely, 
then obviously that takes a lot of 
the hesitation away.” 

Harris leads the Nets with two 
games of more than 40 points 
and eight games of 30 or more. 
He is one of only five players in 
the NBA to currently average at 
least 21.0 points and 6.0 assists 
per game, with the others being 
LeBron James, Dwyane Wade, 


Joe Johnson and Chris Paul. 

The success has Harris seeing 
a lot more from defenses. 

“Now instead of being a nice 
player, you are the focal point of 
the scouting report,” Frank said. 

“It’s an adjustment in itself. 
Now some teams try to get the 
ball out of his hands early, some 
get up on him early, some try to 
force him a certain way, which is 
truly a compliment because if you 
weren’t significant or really spe¬ 
cial, you’d just be a name on the 
report. Now you are a focal point 
on the report and they are game- 
planning for you.” 

In Frank’s mind that is only 
going to make Harris better. 

“All the stuff you see now, I 
have always had,” Harris said. 

“It just wasn’t my role to take 
advantage of it. Now everybody 
thinks I have added all this new 
stuff to my game. It was always 
there. I just needed the opportu¬ 
nity to bring it out.” 


MLS sets deadline for Beckham

that we get a decision as soon as 
possible.” 

Earlier in the day, MLS com¬ 
missioner Don Garber gave the 
Italian club a deadline to work 
out a transfer deal for Beckham. 
The league owns the contract of 
the 33-year-old midfielder. 

Beckham also wanted to see a 
deal reached. 

“Obviously everyone wants it 
sorted out as quickly as possible 
because it’s been going on for a 
while now, and of course I hope 


it gets sorted out,” Beckham said 
after England’s 2-0 loss to Spain at 
Seville. “Negotiations with Milan 
are ongoing. We’ll just have to 
wait and see.” 

Beckham signed a $32.5 mil¬ 
lion, five-year contract with MLS 
in 2007, but has said recently that 
he wants to continue to play for 
AC Milan. 

His loan to the Italian team ex¬ 
pires on March 8. 

Arena insists the Galaxy will 
be fine with or without Beckham. 


Gordon’s confidence gets a boost 
after winning Daytona qualifier

The nonpoints race doesn’t count for anything in 
Gordon’s victory total, but it does give him a second- 
row starting spot in Sunday’s Daytona 500. 

“That’s what I’m talking about starting off 2009. 
Who says we can’t win?” Gordon asked. “I’m really 
excited about the Daytona 500 after that race. It’s 
been awhile since I’ve been to Victory Lane. I’ve got 
to take advantage of this.” 

Tony Stewart finished second and defending 
three-time series champion Jimmie Johnson was 
third. 

Joey Logano, the 18-year-old rookie who replaced 
Stewart with Joe Gibbs Racing, finished fourth. 

Stewart and Scott Riggs both earned transfer 
spots into the Daytona 500, but Stewart already had 
one based on last week’s time trials. 

That opened a position for Regan Smith, last 
year’s top rookie who lost his ride at the end of the 
season. 

Riggs finished eighth to earn his spot in the Day¬ 
tona 500. He lost his job at the end of last year when

Stewart took over control of Riggs’ former race 
team. It landed him in a startup operation run by 
Tommy Baldwin, who lost his job when Bill Davis 
Racing folded.

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Packers 
reiterate 
offer to 
retire No. 4

Despite an avalanche of acri¬ 
mony that ultimately led to Brett 
Favre playing for the New York 
Jets last season, the Green Bay 
Packers want to honor Favre by 
retiring his No. 4 jersey at the 
“appropriate” time. 

Favre — who retired from 
football for the second time on 
Wednesday — isn’t sure when 
the time might be right to heal 
his still-smoldering rift with the 
franchise that traded him. 

“It’s a shame what has unfold¬ 
ed throughout the whole thing,” 
Favre, 39, said in a teleconference 
Wednesday. “But I don’t know. I 
don’t know. I don’t have an answer 
for that right now. It may be five 
years, it may be the first game.” 

Favre hinted that the continued 
presence of the man who traded 
him, Packers general manager 
Ted Thompson, might play a role 
in when he’s ready to return to 
Green Bay. 

“He had his reasonings, I had 
my reasonings,” Favre said of his 
past disagreements with Thomp¬ 
son. “Who’s to say who’s right and 
who’s wrong. He has a plan. I’m 
not mad at him for that. Other 
people may be, but I don’t know. 
It’s a touchy situation.” 

Wednesday’s retirement an¬ 
nouncement was Favre’s second 
in less than a year, coming after 
several offseasons’ worth of pub¬ 
lic indecision about his future. 

Favre waved a tearful goodbye 
in his Packers retirement news 
conference last March but almost 
immediately began having second 
thoughts and privately told the 
Packers he wanted to come back. 
Thompson and Packers coach 
Mike McCarthy were prepared 
to welcome him back — only to 
have Favre change his mind once 
again and stay retired. 

By July, the Packers had com¬ 
mitted to Aaron Rodgers at quar¬ 
terback and Favre began to have 
what he termed an “itch” to play. 

After several weeks’ worth of 
public bickering that ended with a 
conversation between Favre and 
McCarthy — at which point Mc¬ 
Carthy determined Favre wasn’t 
in the right “mind-set” to play for 
the Packers any more — the team 
worked out a trade with the Jets 
and Favre accepted. 

Favre insists he’s done this 
time, telling the Jets on Wednes¬ 
day that his injured shoulder is 
still bothering him and he’s retir¬ 
ing after 18 seasons. 

And he really means it — at 
least for now. 

“I have family and friends who 
are like, All right, Brett. Is this 
the real deal?,”’ Favre said. “To 
me, it is. It is. Believe me. It’s been 
a wonderful career, I couldn’t ask 
for anything more. It was worth 
a shot for me to go to New York. 
I wish I could’ve played better 
down the stretch. I didn’t. 

“It’s time to leave.”

Favre runs familiar route 


QB probably is retired for good — but we’ve heard that before

T hese annual Brett 
Favre retirements are 
a little like rumors of 
the NFL returning to 
Los Angeles. They start as stop- 
the-presses stories, but after a 
while you just stop listening. 
Favre is done. 

Probably. 

But people who suggest this is 
absolutely the end for the 39-year- 
old quarterback were saying the 
same thing 11 months ago, when 
Favre tearfully retired from the 
Green Bay Packers. 

Is it real this time? Or just more 
crock management? 

Favre isn’t the first NFL star 
to finish his career — if this is 
indeed the end — in an unfamil¬ 
iar jersey. Johnny Unitas closed 
out his with the San Diego Char¬ 
gers. Joe Namath finished with 
the Los Angeles Rams. Franco 
Harris’ last team was the Seattle 
Seahawks. Those could all be an¬ 
swers to trivia questions. 

But no one will forget that 


Favre’s apparent final act came 
with the New York Jets. 

“It’s time to leave,” he told 
reporters in a conference call 
Wednesday. “The downside of 
this sport, unlike other profes¬ 
sions, is you can’t do it forever.” 

Was it worth it? 

Only Favre can answer that, 
because he made a lot of money 
and was able to scratch that itch, 
the one he talked about last sum¬ 
mer when he announced his deci¬ 
sion to unretire. He also left a lot 
of disenchanted Packers fans in 
his wake, ones who would have 
defended him to the bitter end 
had he just decided to hang up his 
cleats when he said he would. 

It’s worth noting that Packers 
general manager Ted Thompson, 
widely vilified by Favre and his 
backers last summer, is looking 
better by the day. So is Green Bay 
quarterback Aaron Rodgers, who 
was a class act throughout the 
Favre ordeal and played very well 
in his first season as a starter. 

What Favre learned in his 
jump from the Packers to the Jets 
is that the (gang) green isn’t al¬ 


ways greener on the other side of 
the fence. Yes, he made the Jets 
a better team — for the first part 
of the season, at least — and gave 
them an immeasurable market¬ 
ing boost when they needed one 
to sell personal-seat licenses for 
their new stadium. 

Yet, just as in his career, he 
didn’t know when to say when. He 
was hampered down the stretch 
by a torn right biceps and had two 
touchdown passes and nine inter¬ 
ceptions in the last five games, 
four of which the Jets lost. 

Favre blamed the injury for his 
struggles. 

“I guess it was a matter of time 
before something broke down, 
and for the quarterback it happed 
to be the most important thing — 
the throwing shoulder,” he said. 
“It could very well be fine next 
year, and I’m aware of that.” 

If that sounds to you as if Favre 
still has his foot jammed in the 
door — the suggestion that his 
shoulder could be fine next year 
— you’re probably not imagining 
things. 

Even if he’s being as sincere as 


he can, there’s a very real possi¬ 
bility that he’ll get that gnawing 
urge to play again once summer 
rolls around. He sounded just as 
sure of his decision a year ago. 

As for his legacy, that might be 
bruised but it’s intact. He still has 
the credentials to be a first-ballot 
Hall of Famer, including the NFL 
records for completions, passing 
yards, touchdowns, victories as 
a starting quarterback and, of 
course, interceptions. 

But there’s no denying Favre 
has lost credibility over the past 
year. His word is his bond. Ex¬ 
cept when it isn’t. 

It’s funny, one of the most ap¬ 
pealing things about Favre is 
the fact that he’s human. He’s as 
unpretentious as his unshaven 
face, as casual as blue jeans at a 
cocktail party, a superstar with a 
homespun, aw-shucks appeal. 

But it’s his other very human 
traits — namely indecisiveness 
and ego — that leave us unable to 
say if over really means over.

Competition intense in early freestyle bouts

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — 
One wrestler wore athletic tape 
around his head to hold a gauze 
pad in place over his forehead, 
the result of a cut over his right 
eye the day before. 

By the time the bout was over, 
the opponent bore the same look, 
the result of a cut over — yep 
— the right eye in the second 
period. 

“That was a war,” Kubasaki 
coach Terry Chumley said after 
three-time Far East Wrestling 
Tournament gold medalist Scott 
Wood survived Yokota’s Nick 
Guzman in a three-period deci¬ 
sion at 122 pounds. 

The bout was interrupted 
frequently for each wrestler to 
have his wounds attended. The 
outcome propelled Wood into 
Friday’s semifinals, and sent him 
to the hospital to have his cut 
stitched. 

“Those two brought it,” tourna¬ 
ment director Fred Bales said. 
“Amazing.” 

Such was the level of intensity 
during Thursday’s early-round 
individual freestyle tournament 
bouts. 

Coaches and wrestlers said it 
was about girding for Friday’s 
gold-medal bouts, preparing for 
what’s to come and ramping up 
their games. 

“There is no tomorrow,” Seoul 
American coach Julian Harden 
said. “If you start saving some¬ 
thing for the next guy, you end up 
not seeing tomorrow. One mis¬ 
take will cost you. I tell my guys, 
don’t save anything. Spend it all 
on the mat. Especially here. Even 
more so here.” 

Wood and Guzman have beat¬ 
en each other once this season, 
Guzman topping Woods in last 
month’s “Beast of the Far East” 
tournament. They could face each 
other again at least once before 


the titles are decided. Kadena’s 
J.C. Henderson, who has beaten 
Wood, also looms as an obstacle. 

“More intensity. More of the 
same,” Wood said of a possible 
rematch. 

More of the same took place 
at 135 pounds, as Okinawa rivals 
Jacob Bishop of Kadena and Jon 
Goddard of Kubasaki squared off 
for the fourth time this season, 
with Bishop squeaking out a 2-1 
decision. 

“He’s a good wrestler,” Bishop 
said. “I know he’s going to work 
his way back up. Hopefully I’ll 
wrestle him again, just once.” 

Then there was the 158-pound 
group, in which six wrestlers 
— Seoul’s Demetrius Johnson, 
Robert D. Edgren’s Darrel 
Morris, Daegu American’s Greg 
Jones, Kubasaki’s Jake Haynes, 


Yokota’s Andrew Conkling 
and Zama’s Michael Spencer 
— favored to challenge for gold 
were still standing. 

“I feel like a NASCAR driver,” 
Morris said after surviving Jones. 
“I can’t think of anybody who 
isn’t a challenge” in his weight 
class. 

The other five defending 
champions had a fairly smooth 
ride, with Yokota’s Mark Meade 
(108), Chris Cournoyer (115) and 
Tony Presnell (168), Kadena’s 
Harry Bloom (148) and Kinnick’s 
Cameron Butts (135) breezing 
into the semifinals. Nonetheless, 
all expected a dogfight on 
Friday. 

“The caliber is there on both 
sides. It’s whoever wants it 
more, whoever has more heart,” 
Kubasaki assistant and two¬ 


time Far East champion Bobby 
Duncan said. 

“It’s going to be insane,” Zama 
148-pounder Elias Labrador said. 
“Tonight, we’re all going to be 
buddy buddy talking, but tomor¬ 
row, we’re going to be at each 
other’s throats.”

Selig says A-Rod shamed the game

TAMPA, Fla. — Bud Selig says Alex 
Rodriguez has “shamed the game,” though 
the baseball commissioner indicated no 
plans to punish the three-time AL MVP. 

“I am saddened by the revelations,” Selig 
said in a statement issued Thursday, four 
days after Rodriguez admitted he used un¬ 
specified drugs from 2001-03 while play¬ 
ing for the Texas Rangers. “What Alex did 
was wrong, and he will have to live with 
the damage he has done to his name and 
reputation.” 

Players and owners didn’t agree to a 
drug program until August 2002, and 
testing with punishment didn’t start until 
2004. 

“It is important to remember that these 
recent revelations relate to pre-program 
activity,” Selig said. 

“Under our current drug program, if you 
are caught using steroids and/or amphet¬ 
amines, you will be punished. Since 2005, 
every player who has tested positive for 
steroids has been suspended for as much 
as 50 games.” 

Rodriguez’s admission came two days 
after Sports Illustrated reported on its Web 
site that he was among 104 on a list of play¬ 
ers who tested positive for steroids in 2003, 
when testing was intended to determine 
the extent of steroid use in baseball. The 
results weren’t subject to discipline and 
were supposed to remain anonymous, but 
were seized by the government in 2004 and 
remain under seal. 

Though Rodriguez said he experiment¬ 
ed with a number of substances, he has not 
provided details. 

Much of Selig’s statement Thursday 
was a recitation of his efforts to get a 
drug agreement with the union and then 
toughen it. With baseball officials under 
pressure from Congress, negotiators from 
management and the union strengthened 
the program in January 2005, November 
2005 and April 2008. 

Judge tosses most of Clemens’ suit 

HOUSTON — A federal judge dismissed 
most of Roger Clemens’ defamation law¬ 
suit against his former personal trainer 
Thursday, saying statements made in the 
Mitchell Report on doping in Major League 
Baseball are protected. 

Brian McNamee has told federal agents, 
MLB investigator George Mitchell and a 
U.S. Congress committee that he injected 
Clemens more than a dozen times with 
steroids and human growth hormone from 
1998-2001. 

McNamee’s attorneys said Clemens’ 
lawsuit should be thrown out because 
McNamee was compelled to cooperate by 
federal investigators. U.S. District Judge 
Keith Ellison agreed. 

Clemens has repeatedly denied McNa¬ 
mee’s accusations and sued last year. And 
prosecutors have asked a federal grand 
jury in Washington to decide whether to 
indict the seven-time Cy Young Award 
winner for lying under oath to Congress 
last year when he denied using steroids or 
HGH. 

In the lawsuit, Ellison did leave in 
McNamee’s statements to Andy Pettitte, 
Clemens’ former New York Yankees team¬ 
mate. McNamee told Pettitte that Clemens 
had used HGH and steroids.Ellison said 
McNamee’s statements to Pettitte “are rea¬ 
sonably capable of defamatory meaning.” 

Nats give Dunn $20M for two years 

WASHINGTON — Adam Dunn has a 
new team, and the Washington Nationals 
have a new cleanup hitter. 

The Nationals scheduled a news confer¬ 


ence at their stadium Thursday to intro¬ 
duce Dunn, a free agent who agreed to a 
$20 million, two-year deal. 

The contract will pay Dunn $8 million in 
2009, and $12 million in 2010. 

Dunn, a first baseman and outfielder, hit 
a combined .236 with 40 homers, 100 RBIs 
and 164 strikeouts last season with the 
Cincinnati Reds and Arizona Diamond- 
backs. He hit at least 40 homers and struck 
out at least 164 times in each of the past 
five seasons. 

Angels, Abreu come to terms 

ANAHEIM, Calif. — The Los Angeles 
Angels agreed to a one-year contract with 
outfielder Bobby Abreu on Wednesday, 
adding pop to a lineup that struggled scor¬ 
ing runs last season. 

Terms were not disclosed. According to 
several media outlets, Abreu will get a base 
salary of $5 million with a chance to push it 
above $6 million based on incentives. 

The right-fielder, 34, batted .296 with 
100 RBIs and 20 homers for the New York 
Yankees last season. He joins an Angels 
outfield-designated hitter rotation of Torii 
Hunter, Vladimir Guerrero, Juan Rivera 
and Gary Matthews Jr. 

Offerman sued in bat attack 

NEW HAVEN, Conn. — Former All-Star 
Jose Offerman was sued Thursday for a 
bat-wielding attack during a minor league 
game that injured two opposing players. 

Bridgeport Bluefish catcher John Na¬ 
thans is seeking $4.8 million in damages, 
saying the attack left him with permanent 
injuries that ended his career. 

Offerman was batting for the Long Island 
Ducks against the Bluefish in Bridgeport 
on Aug. 14, 2007, when pitcher Matt Beech 
hit him with a fastball. Offerman charged 
the mound with his bat and swung at least 
twice, striking Beech and Nathans. 

An All-Star infielder with the Dodgers in 
1995 and Red Sox in 1999, Offerman had 
faced up to 10 years in prison on two felony 
assault charges. He was granted probation 
in 2007, ordered to get anger management 
treatment and pay the medical expenses of 
Beech and Nathans. 

Nathans said he was hit in the head with 
Offerman’s bat, causing a brain concus¬ 
sion, inner ear damage, vertigo, headaches 
and post-concussion syndrome. 

Offerman last played in the majors in 
2005 with the New York Mets. He batted 
.273 during his 15 seasons in the majors. 

Baylor sues Clippers, NBA over firing 

LOS ANGELES — Elgin Baylor, the 
former Los Angeles Clippers general man¬ 
ager who was dismissed last fall after 22 
years, has sued the team, the NBA and 
team owner Donald Sterling, alleging em¬ 
ployment discrimination. 

Baylor’s attorney, Carl Douglas, said the

lawsuit was filed Wednesday in Los Ange¬ 
les Superior Court. Baylor, 74, planned to 
hold a news conference Thursday to dis¬ 
cuss the lawsuit, which also names club 
president Andy Roeser. 

The lawsuit maintains that Baylor was 
“discriminated against and unceremoni¬ 
ously released from his position with the 
team on account of his age and his race” 
and that he was “grossly underpaid during 
his tenure with the Clippers, never earn¬ 
ing more than $350,000 per year, when 
compared with the compensation scheme 
for general managers employed by every 
other team in the NBA.” 

The NBA is named in the lawsuit, ac¬ 
cording to Douglas’ fax, as “a joint ven¬ 
turer/partner of condoning, adopting and 
ratifying this discriminatory practice 
since the league is fully aware of salaries 
paid to all of the general managers.” 

Webb grabs lead in Australian Opens 

MELBOURNE, Australia — Former 
No. 1-ranked Karrie Webb shot a 7-under 
66 to lead the Women’s Australian Open 
by three strokes Thursday, as 12-year-old 
Oh Su-hyun became the youngest player to 
participate in the tournament. 

Webb, the defending champion, had 
eight birdies and a bogey to take a three- 
stroke lead over Tania Elosegui of Spain 
and South Korea’s Lee Chang-hee. Clare 
Queen of Scotland, Beatriz Recari of Spain 
and South Korea’s Kim Hye-youn were 
four shots off the pace. 

Webb, 34, is chasing her third consecu¬ 
tive Women’s Australian Open title and 
fifth since 2000. Oh, who hadn’t picked up 
a golf club before moving to Australia from 
South Korea in 2004 and plays off a 2 hand¬ 
icap, was 13 shots back after a 6-over 79. 

LPGA, Golf Channel hook up 

KAHUKU, Hawaii — The LPGA Tour 
announced a 10-year agreement with Golf 
Channel on Wednesday, making the net¬ 
work the tour’s exclusive cable home be¬ 
ginning in 2010. 

The agreement, which LPGA commis¬ 
sioner Carolyn Bivens called ground¬ 
breaking, establishes the tour as the only 
stand-alone U.S. women’s professional 
sports organization to receive a rights fee 
agreement for domestic broadcast cover¬ 
age. Financial details were not disclosed. 

With the deal, Golf Channel will become 
the exclusive cable home for all major 
tours — the PGA, Champions, Nationwide, 
European and Canadian tours. 

Golf Channel, a subsidiary of Comcast 
Corp., was co-founded by golfer great Ar¬ 
nold Palmer. 

Germany’s Hoelzl wins giant slalom 

VAL D’lSERE, France —Kathrin 
Hoelzl of Germany won the giant slalom 
in the world championships Thursday 


after the favorites faltered. 

Hoelzl timed 2 minutes, 3.49 seconds 
over two runs down the steep Bellevarde 
course. Tina Maze of Slovenia finished 
second, 0.09 seconds behind, and Tanja 
Poutiainen of Finland was third. 

American Lindsey Vonn, the worlds 
super-G and downhill champion, sat out 
after surgery on her right thumb. 

Hoelzl is the first German giant sla¬ 
lom world champion — male or female 
— since Maria Epple won on home snow 
in Garmisch-Partenkirchen in 1978. 
Hoelzl, 24, had never won on the World 
Cup tour, with her best finish second in a 
giant slalom in 2007. 

Hoelzl was fourth after the opening 
run, 0.68 seconds behind leader Kathrin 
Zettel of Austria. Olympic giant slalom 
champion Julia Mancuso of the United 
States finished 18th. She was 3 seconds 
behind after her first trip down. 

Vonn not ruling out slalom 

VAL D’lSERE, France — Lindsey 
Vonn hasn’t ruled out skiing in Satur¬ 
day’s slalom at the world championships 
after missing the giant slalom Thursday 
because of tendon surgery on her right 
thumb. 

“It was pretty good in free skiing to¬ 
day, but there was a lot of pressure and 
vibration,” Vonn said. “Tomorrow we’re 
going to do some gate skiing and then we 
should be able to decide. At this point it 
looks OK, but I’m not going to say until 
I know for sure. I’m not going to ski if I 
can’t perform my best.” 

Vonn opened the championships by 
winning the super-G, then took the 
downhill Monday for a sweep of the 
speed events. She cut her thumb on a 
broken champagne bottle celebrating 
her downhill victory. 

After worlds, Vonn will defend her 
overall World Cup title. “I think for 
downhill, super-G and giant slalom it 
should be OK, but slalom is going to be 
the most difficult,” she said, adding that 
her next order of business would be fig¬ 
uring out how she can get into her tuck 
position for the speed events. 

Lawyers: Phelps probe brings arrests 

COLUMBIA, S.C. — Authorities in the 
South Carolina county where Michael 
Phelps was photographed smoking from 
a marijuana pipe have been arrest¬ 
ing people as they seek to make a case 
against the star swimmer, lawyers for 
two arrested people said Thursday. 

Attorneys Joseph McCulloch and Dick 
Harpootlian told The Associated Press 
they each represent a client charged 
with possession of marijuana who were 
questioned about the party Phelps at¬ 
tended near the University of South 
Carolina campus in November. 

The lawyers said the two clients were 
renters at the house where the party ap¬ 
parently took place. Harpootlian said 
his client was at the party, but didn’t see 
Phelps smoke marijuana. McCulloch 
said his client wasn’t there. The two have 
since moved and were arrested after po¬ 
lice executed a search warrant at their 
new home and accused them of having a 
small amount of marijuana there. 

“After they arrested him, they didn’t 
ask him, ‘Where did you get the mari¬ 
juana?’ or ‘Who sold it to you?’ Almost all 
the questions they asked him were about 
Michael Phelps,” Harpootlian said.

UConn’s Thabeet makes big difference

STORRS, Conn.—Jim Calhoun 
and Jim Boeheim have coached 
for more than three decades and 
the battles between their teams 
have created one of college bas¬ 
ketball’s top rivalries. 

The two were in total agree¬ 
ment after Calhoun’s top-ranked 
Connecticut Huskies won their 
12th straight game, 63-49 over 
Boeheim’s 23rd-ranked Syracuse 
Orange on Wednesday night: Ha- 
sheem Thabeet is one of the best 
defensive big men to play in the 
Big East. 

The 7-foot-3 Thabeet had eight 
points, 16 rebounds and seven 
blocks and affected even more 
shots as the Huskies sent the 
Orange to their fifth loss in six 
games. 

“We’re not the best offensive 
team in the league but we’re a 
pretty good defensive team with 
Hasheem in the middle,” Cal¬ 
houn said. “He affected 20 pen¬ 
etrations in the lane. Don’t get 
caught up in stats with him, even 
as good as they are, because he is 
one of the most amazing forces in 
basketball in America.” 

Boeheim called Thabeet a “tre¬ 
mendous defensive player.” 

“I’ve said it before and I still 
believe he’s the best we’ve had 
in this league. We’re an inside 
team and he takes that away from 
you.” 


The Orange came in averaging 
80 points per game, second-best 
in the league. 

“Holding them to 49, that was 
the most impressive thing to me,” 
said A. J. Price, who had 17 points 
for the Huskies (23-1, 11-1 Big 
East), who have won three games 
since assuming the No. 1 spot in 
the AP poll last week. 

They overcame a sloppy first 
half by cutting down the turn¬ 
overs and hitting three-pointers, 
pulling away with a 12-0 run that 
gave Connecticut a 56-40 lead 
midway through the second half. 

The Huskies had to play al¬ 
most the entire game without 
No. 2 scorer Jerome Dyson, who 
bruised his right knee just over 4 
minutes in and didn’t return. 

Jonny Flynn had 16 points for 
Syracuse (18-7, 6-6), which was 
ranked as high as No. 8 before the 
skid that may now see the Orange 
drop out of the national rankings. 

“We had some really good op¬ 
portunities early and didn’t take 
advantage of them,” Boeheim 
said. “That first half we played 
as good as we are capable of de¬ 
fensively but we just couldn’t do 
anything offensively and he (Tha¬ 
beet) had a lot to do with that.” 

Syracuse got within 57-50 on a 
three by Andy Rautins with 5:34 
left, but Price answered with a 
three 25 seconds later and the 
lead was at least 10 thereafter.

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. 
t hasn’t taken Devin Harris 
long to make the New Jer¬ 
sey Nets forget Jason Kidd. 

Less than a year after being 
acquired in the blockbuster deal 
that shipped Kidd to Dallas, the 
25-year-old Harris has emerged 
as one of the NBA’s top point 
guards. 

This weekend, Harris will head 
to Phoenix to represent the East 
in his first All-Star Game. Kidd, 
the soon-to-be 36-year-old who 
led the Nets to two NBA Finals, 
was not named to the West squad, 
though he is a nine-time All-Star. 


“You can’t replace a player like 
Jason Kidd here,” Harris said. 
“He is a Hall of Famer. He did 
great things for this organization, 
put this organization on the map. 
But you can’t live up to the expec¬ 
tation of other people, you have to 
live up to the expectations you set 
for yourself.” 

To be honest, Harris never 
doubted what he could do 
on the court, given the right 
circumstances. 

With the Mavericks, Harris 
was never one of the primary op¬ 
tions. His job was to distribute 
the ball to Dirk Nowitzki, Jason 
Terry and Josh Howard. 

“It was tough because I was al¬ 
ways trying to figure out where 


I fit in offensively with different 
players and what not,” Harris 
said. “I thought I did OK, shooting 
off the other guys and playing off 
the other guys. I was fine with it.” 

But the system limited Harris 
on the offensive end. 

That has all ended with the Nets. 
Coach Lawrence Frank has given 
Harris the green light on offense 
and told him to take advantage of 
his ability to penetrate the lane, 
which also sets up his jump shot. 
Heading into the break, Harris’ 
numbers are hard to match. 

Harris is averaging career 
bests with 21.8 points, 6.5 assists, 
1.60 steals and 35.8 minutes in 
47 starts. The University of Wis¬ 
consin product is the NBA’s high¬ 


est-scoring point guard. He also 
holds the league’s highest point 
increase from 2007-08 to 2008- 
09 (minimum 50 games played 
last season) tallying seven more 
points than his 14.8 scoring aver¬ 
age of last season. 

Watching Harris go down the 
lane against Tim Duncan and 
Kurt Thomas in a loss to the San 
Antonio Spurs on Tuesday night 
was similar to seeing a shifty 
NFL halfback looking for a hole 
in the defensive line.
